Industry-Wide Strikes. 

To the extent that industry-wide 
strikes occur, the CIO argues, 
they occur in industries tightly 
organized by employers. The point} 
is made that when unions must 
bargain with one employer indi- 
vidually, his competitors “rush to 
the rescue” of the one, but when 
industry-wide bargaining prevails 
a major inducement to peaceful 
settlement is recognition by an 
employer that his competitors will 
be required to settle on the same 
terms. 

Prohibition of industry - wide 
bargaining is characterized as “es- 
pecially hypocritical.” The CIO 
brief recalls that when unions 
first began to organize in major 
industries they were compelled to 
do it plant by plant and corpora- 
tion by corporation, overcoming 
the argument of employers that 
they should not be “used as 
guinea pigs” and con‘ronted with 
demands not made on their com- 
petitors. 

Those who oppose the closed 
shop, the pamphlet continues, of- 
ten make the argument that it 
involves an element of compulsion, 
ignoring the fact that where it 
exists it results from a contract 
attained in free collective bargain- 
ing. To empower the Government 
to step in and prohibit such 
clauses would be compulsion and 
regimentation at its worst, the 
booklet asserts.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)—

A Connecticut company closed 
its doors after being sued, A 
Texas firm agreed to pay nearly 
$550,000 in settlement with its em- 
ployes.

BRIDGES CALLS 
BUDGET ‘SHOCKING) 
DISAPPOINTMENT 
TO ThE TAXPAYERS 


Could Be Trimmed Off 
Truman’s Figure — 
Wants 20 Pct. Income 
Tax Cut. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
Republicans today assailed Presi- 
dent Truman’s $37,528,000,000 budg- 
et as excessive, but divided sharp- 
ly on the question of cutting 
taxes. : 

Democrats generally supported 
the President's budget estimate as 


representing the bare necessities 
in Government spending, but they, 
too, were at odds on the tax 
issue, 

, Chairman Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee called Tru- 
man’s proposed outlay “a shock- 
ing disappointment.” He noted 
that the amount exceeded the $35,- 
860,000,000 proposed in the budget 
message of a year ago. 

Taft States Position. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, called 
last night for a three or four bil- 
lion reduction in the White House 
budget and a 20 per cent cut in 
income taxes. Representative Ta- 
ber (Rep.), New York, of the 
House Appropriations Committee 
s said expenditures could be cut 
back to $29,500,000,000. 
Senator Capehart (Rep.), In- 
diana, told a reporter he believes 
the President's figure “is five bil- 
lion more than Congress will ap- 
propriate.” 

“Mr. Truman hasn’t said any- 
thing in any of his messages about 
reducing Government expenses,” 
Capehart said. “Ot course, we 
can't reduce taxes if we spend the 
amount he wants to.” 

Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
opposed any tax cut “until we 
have balanced the budget and 
have reduced the national debt 
ad a re amount.”

tion.” Aiken said that if 
gress does go through with a tax 
cut “we will be doing well if it 
averages 10 per cent.” 

As for proposed expenditures, he. 
said, “I had hoped they could be 
cut to about 35 billion dollars in- 
stead of to 37% billion dollars.” 

Noting Truman’s no-tax-cut 
stand, Senator McKellar (Dem.), 
Tennessee, last year’s chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee, 
said he had “hoped taxes could be 
reduced,” 

“Rock-Bottom” Estimate. 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, said he thinks the budget 
represents “rock-bottom” expendi- 
tures by the Government. 

House Republican Leader 
Halleck of Indiana said the ma- 
jority party “will find ways and 
means to cut below this budget 
without interfering with essential) 
Government functions.” 

Representative Cannon of Mis- 
souri, top Democrat on the Ap- 
propriations Committee and for- 
mer chairman, said he did not 
know “where these proposed huge 
cuts that I’ve been reading about 
in the newspapers can be made 
without effecting a serious danger 
to the country.” 

Bridges expressed amazement at 
finding ‘“the- proposed budget 
maintaining high wartime levels 
of taxation and expenditures and 
a pitifully small reduction in our 
depressing national debt.” 

“Without additional legislation 
returning capital funds of Govern- 
ment corporations to the Treas- 
ury,” Bridges said, “expenditures 
in the President’s 1948 budget 
would actually exceed income by 
approximately the same amount 
that hig budget now contemplates 
a surplus.” 

(If Congress agrees, the cor- 
porations will return $379,000,000 
to the Treasury. Except for this, 
the budget’s estimate of a $202,- 
000,000 surplus would be a $177,- 
000,000 deficit.)

to Check Tempers 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)—

other people—but Senators don’t 
have a regular lunch hour. 

The appalling conditions under 
which Senators work have been 
brought up by one of them, Claude 
Florida, 

He told the Senate, and elabo- 
rated to a reporter yesterday, his 
ideas on the care and feeding of 


‘Senators. 


He pointed out the Senate opens 
for business, or a reasonable fac- 
simile, at noon. Then it usually 
stays in continuous session until it 
decides to knock off work for the 
day. This means a session may 
last a few minutes, or hours, 

The custom is for Senators to 
sneak out one by one, or maybe 
even four by four, to get some- 
thing to eat. Senator Pepper 
doesn't like it. He says this leads 


to three evils: 
1. About 1:30 p.m, spectators

may find only three or four Sen- 
ators on the floor. This may lead 
to ill-tempered constituents, 

2. Senators often are eating 
when they should be listening to 
an important discussion.

3. Senators often are called away 
from their meals, “perhaps two 
or three times,” to answer quorum 
calls or to vote. This may lead 
to ill-tempered Senators. 

Pepper’s idea: Let the Senate 
meet at 10 or 10:30 a.m., and then 
lunch at around 1 o’clock. Pepper 
said he knew custom calls for a 
noon meeting of the Senate, and 
that the Senate is custom's slave, 
but—“It's so sensible I’m surprised 
we haven't done it already.” 

And he hurried off to eat.

HE BUREAU OF LABOR 
T STATISTICS said yesterday 

that lower pric@s for farm 
products and foods reduced its 
wholesale market index by’ .4 
of 1 per cent for the week 
ended Jan, 4, 

The bureau said some non- 
agricultural commodities ad- 
vanced in price, including steel 
pipe, pine lumber and oak 
flooring, paint colors and cer- 
tain chemicals. 

Farm product price declines 
were noted for grains, cotton, 
eggs and some fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 

The index on Jan. 4 was 
139.4 per cent of the 1926 
average, the same level as a 
month earlier, and 30.2 per 
cent above January a year ago. 
It was 63.3 per cent higher 
than in 19385 and 45 per cent 
higher than in 1929,

I will property in 
care of Jenie Givens, 1312 South 
Ninth street.” 

Frank W. Jansen, of Creve 
Coeur, brother of Mrs. : Givens, 
said Givens had been suffering 
from a nervous disorder,. He for- 
merly was employed as a guard 
at the Granite City Army Engi- 
neers Depot, but had been unem- 
ployed for about a year, Jansen 
said. 

Neighbors, who summoned po- 
lice, said the Givens’s had not 
been seen since about Jan. 1, The 
last newspaper found inside the 
house was dated Dec. 31, more re- 
cent issues lying outside the door. 
A light was burning and a radio 
turned on, when police entered. 
Jansen said he had knocked on 
the door on two occasions since 
Jan. 1, but had _ received no 
answer, although he had seen the 
light burning and heard the radio.

$395,000 BLAZE 
IN GRANITE CiTY 
BUSINESS AREA 


26-Room Hotel and Eight 
Stores Destroyed — 
Buildings Evacuated 
Without Injury. 


After working all night fighting 
the worst fire in the history of 
Granite City, firemen today kept 
a close watch on the ruins of 
downtown buildings to prevent 
any flare-up from the embers. 
Buildings housing eight stores and 
a 26-room hotel were destroyed. 
Damage was estimated at $325,000. 

The fire was discovered at 8:05 
p.m., when a passerby saw smoke 


coming from the basement of 
Moskin's Credit Clothing Store at 
1387 East Nineteenth street. 
Flames spread rapidly to other 
stores on Nineteenth street and 
on State street. 

Two fire engines from Madison 
and two fire-fighting units from 
the Army Engineers’ Depot in 
Granite City assisted the three 
Granite City units in fight- 
ing the blaze, which was not 
brought under contro! until 1 a.m. 

Hotel, Theater Cleared. 

Fire Chief Louis Grotz of Gran- 
ite City said the fire is believed 
to have started in an oil furnace 
in the basement of Moskin’s store. 
Guests in the Pointer Hotel at 
Nineteenth and State streets were 
evacuated without injury, and as 
a precautionary measure the 
Washington Theater across the 
street from the row of blazing 
stores on Nineteenth also was 
vacated. 

The flames swept through a 
two-story, L-shaped structure 
housing five stores into a three- 
story building, in the angle of the 
L, housing four stores 6n the 
ground floor and the hotel in the 
upper floors. 

The two-story building was 
owned by Abe Katz, 6 Lake 
Forest, Richmond Heights. The 
three-story building was the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Clara Barnholz, 4605 
Lindell boulevard.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP) — 
President Truman proposed today 
that the Government spend $37,- 
528,000,000 in the fiscal year that 
begins next July 1. 

His budget message to the Re 
publican Congress thus went from 
three to eight billion over the limit 
some Republican leaders have set 
for federal outlays in their de 
termined drive to cut taxes while 
whittling away at the mammoth 
national debt. 

Truman earmarked $11,587,000,- 

— Or nearly a third of the 
total — for national defense, and 
again ignored Republican de 
mands that this item should be 
held to 10 billion dollars: or less. 

Calling his budget “realistic” 
and “tight,” Truman insisted, 
however, that he had been “more 
hard-boiled ., . than I like to be” 
in enforcing his own economy 
demands on federal agencies, 

His recommended total of $37,« 
528,000,000 is. 995,000,000 less 
than his “estimate of § 
what it is costing the Govern- | 
ment to operate this year and ° 
$1,668,000,000 higher than the | 
budget he submitted just a year | 
ago. ; 

Even so, the President said © 
the Treasury will close its books | 
on June 30, 1948, with its first 
balanced budget in 18 years — ; 
and with a $202,000,000 surplus 
to boot—provided there are no 
tax cuts in the next 18 months. 
He placed estimated income for 
the coming year at $37,730,000,000 
—a drop of $2,500,000,000 from the: 
current fiscal period. 

Would Avert Excise Slash. 

In addition to repeating his plea 
for Congress to leave wartime ine 
come rates in effect, Truman 
urged Congress to: 

1, Prevent a_  $1,200,000,000-a- | 
year cut now scheduled to take 
effect July 1 in excise taxes on 
liquor, beer, wine, furs, jewelry, 
cosmetics, movie admissions, 
night club bills, telephone serv- 
ice and other items, 

2. Increase postal rates suf- 
fiently to wipe out the Post 
Office Department's $352,000,000 
operating deficit. The President 
did not specify the rates to be 
increased, but said he had in- 
structed Postmaster General 
Hannegan to prepare sugges- 
tions. 

There are indications that 
these suggestions will. apply 
principally to second-class — 
ing privileges of certain news- 
papers and magazines on the | 
ground that the present low | 
rates constitute a “subsidy” to 
them. 
If Congress accepts the recom-' 

mendations on excise taxes and

Upping his 1947 figures for ‘nal 
second time since his record 
peacetime estimates in last year’s 
budget message, the President said 
expenditures this year would 
reach $42,523,000,000—a billion-dole 
lar gain from his August esti-' 
mates. He ascribed this largely’ 
to veterans’ progr4ms, citing as 
an. example the fact that many, 
more veterans than had been ex.

Expected Drop In Revenue. 
Revenues this fiscal year will

Better~ 
than-expected tax collections re< 
sulting from high-level business 
activity accounted for the in- 
creases, Truman said.

Truman said his 1948 revenue 
estimates were based on the as- 
sumption that business activity 

will average “slightly higher” than 
in calendar year 1946. There was 
no allowance for the possible “re- 
cession” some economists have 
predicted. 

The President acknowledged in 
his message, however, that should 
a recession come it not only 
would lower tax receipts but 
would tncrease outlays to the un- 
employed and to support farm 
prices. 

Obviously anticipating Repub- 
lican attacks on his program, the 
President stoutly defended his 
spending and tax proposals which, 
respectively, are about four and 
six times greater than the prewar 
average under Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

“There is no justification now 
for tax reduction,” as- 
serted, making it plan he wants 
a budget surplus for use exclu- 
sively in paring down the $259,- 
300,000,000 national debt, which 
costs five billion a year in inter- 
est 


Estimate of ‘Fixed’ Costs, 

The Administration view is that 
nearly 33 billion dollars of the 
costs in the President’s budget are 
“fixed” and not capable of reduc- 
tion. The other $4,500,000,000 plus 
covers spending by executive de- 
partments and agencies, whose 
original requests for funds had 
been trimmed sharply. 

Truman did not mention threats 
by Chairman Taber (Rep.), New 
York, of the House Appropriations 
Committee to use a “sledge ham- 
mer and meat ax” in order to 
whack federal spending to $29,- 
140,000,000 next year. Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, said last night that 
he thought three or four billions 
would be squeezed out of a 37 bil- 
lion budget. 

“The responsibilities of the Fed- 
eral Government cannot be fully 
met in the fiscal year 1948 at a 
lower cost than here indicated,” 
Truman asserted. 

“Even if the cost were less, it 
would be desirable in our present 
economic situation to maintain 
revenues in order to make a start 
toward the repayment of the na- 
tional debt. 

High Taxes and Security. 

“At the present time, in my 
judgment, high taxes contribute to 
the welfare and security of the 
country.” 

The President took an oblique 
dig at a bill by Representative 
Knutson (Rep.), Minnesota for a 
fiat 20 per cent tax cut for all per- 
sons with incomes up to $300,000 
@ year. 

“Under the wartime tax system, 
millions of taxpayers with small 
incomes are called upon to pay 
high taxes,” Truman said. “When 
the time comes for taxes to be 
reduced, these taxpayers will have 
a high priority among the claim- 
ants for tax relief.... : 

“Our long-run tax program must 
be designed to maintain purchas- 
ing power and provide incentives 
for a high level of production.” 

In a statement to reporters who 
attended a seminar on the budget 
at the White House on Wednes- 
day, Truman referred to the 
budget as a “tight” one. 

“It is realistic and as complete 
as we know how to make it,” he 
said, adding: 

“I believe it is fair to say that no 
department or agency feels that 
its needs are fully met. In its prep- 
aration I instructed the Director 
of the Budget to require thorough 
and conclusive justification for 
every item which he recommend- 
ed to me. 

“In every borderline case, the 
decision has been to eliminate ex- 
penditures, rather than to include 
them. It has been necessary for 
us to be more hard-boiled in mak- 
ing many decisions than I like to 


be.” 
Assignment of Task. 

Congress, however, will have the 
last word on the budget itself as 
well as on actual appropriations, 
for under terms of the new Con- 
gressional reorganization act Con- 
gressmen will write their own esti- 
mates of income and out go next 
month.

Texas, New York Receive Largest Alloca-. 
tions -— Missouri to Get $1,360,000 
for 32 Small Airfields. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (UP)— 


The Civil Aeronautics Administra- 


tion announced today a $71,591,865 
program for construction and im- 
provement of 800 airports across 
the nation. 

Administrator T. P. Wright said 


that in the current fiscal year, 
ending June 30, the Government 
would contribute $33,899,265 to the 
program, State and local govern- 
ments will provide $37,692,600, 

Legislation passed by the last 
provides for eventual 
construction and improvement of 
about 3000 airports over a seven- 
year period at a federal cost of 
$500,000,000. 

Not all the 800 flying fields 
authorized today will be completed 
by June, but CAA officials said 
the work should be well advanced 
and the funds will be held as long 
as needed, 


Texas and New York received 
th& largest federal allocations, 
$2,237,831 and $2,139,325, respective- 
ly. Seven states— Missouri, Illinois, 
Kansas, Michigan, North Carolina, 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin—re- 
ceived More than $1,000,000. 

The program for Missouri in- 
cluded $1,360,000 in funds for con- 
struction or improvement of 32 
small airports. None was situated 
in the St. Louis area, except the 
one at Wentzville, where $6770 
would be spent. 

For Illinois the allocation was 
$1,427,243 for 10 airports, includ-

\The Navy will abandon its Naval 
Training Station at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field if the city wishes it 
to do so, it was announced last 
night in Washington. 

The announcement followed by 
a few hours a speech on the floor 
of the House in which Representa- 
tive Walter C. Ploeser (Rep.), 
sharply criticized the “usurpation” 
of large areas of the alfport, ° in- 
cluding the former Curtiss-Wright 
plant as well as the Naval Train- 
ing Station. Representatives 
Frank M. Karsten (Dem.) and 
Claude I. Bakewell (Rep.), said 
they concurred in Ploeser’s state- 


ments. 

“The Navy Department was not 
aware of any essential differences 
with the city concerning owner- 
ship of a portion of the airport,” 
the Navy announcement said. 
This land was obtained by pur- 
chase from the city in 1940 for $50. 
It contains a hangar too small for 
four-motored planes, and a repair 
shop. 

“It is used by aviators of the 
Naval Reserve. The field itself is 
used for the needs of civil air ac- 
tivity. The Navy Department had 
offered to pay for use of the run- 
Ways and a proper share of field 
maintenance, but had not received 
@from the city any proposals on 
which to base a discussion of 
charges. 

“It is not the intention of the 
department to retain at any place 
a training facility which inter- 
feres with vital city air activities. 
Should the city of St. Louis desire 
that the naval air unit there be 
discontinued, the Navy stands 
ready to do so.” 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann said 
the Navy announcement “gives us 


great encouragement. On receipt 
ef official notification from the 


avy, we, will move forward on 
the matter as quickly as possible.” 
Milton M. Kinsey, chairman of 
the airport commission, and City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler, 
who will be in Washington next 
week, will be instructed to confer 
with Navy officials, the Mayor 
said. 

Cites Need for Action. 

Hyman Shifrin, consulting engi- 
neer and a co-author of the Horner 
and Shifrin comprehensive airport 
plan for the St. Louis area, em- 
phasized the need for removal of 
military flying from Lambert-St. 
Louis Field in a letter last night 
to Clifford W. Gaylord, vice 
chairman of the airport commis- 
sion. 

The comprehensive plan, pub- 
lished in February, 1945, he said, 
had noted that within a year of 
the ending of the war training 
planes must be removed from the 
airport if it were to continue to 
be a major air transport field. 
Within two years, the plan said, 
non-scheduled planes must also 
be removed, leaving the aiszport 
entirely to scheduled air trans- 
port planes, 

Since the study was made, Shif- 
rin's letter added, scheduled air 
transport traffic has increased 
far more than anticipated, and as 
a result the immediate removal of 
military and training planes from 
the field was even more urgent 
than had been contemplated in 
the report. 

As far as the Curtiss-Wright 
pliant, now occupied by McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp., is concerned, the 
Navy said, it does not have juris- 
diction. An offer was made some 
time ago to declare the plant sur- 
plus with the provision that the 
McDonnell firm, which is manu- 
facturing jet-propelled planes and 
doing experimental work for the 
Navy, be permitted to remain in 
a part of it, the Navy said. The 
city, the announcement added, has 
not asked that such action be 
taken. . 

Commission Approves Report. 

The Municipal Airport Commis-, 

sion yesterday approved both sec-

VAN LEE RAMSEY 
EXECUTED FOR | 
KILLING WOMAN 


Dies in Lethal Gas Cham- 
ber as Murderer of St. 
Louis Waitress in May 
1945. if

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 10 ~ 
Van Lee Ramsey, Negro whe 
terrorized South St. Louis in May 
1945 by murdering one woman and 
seriously stabbing another, was 
executed at 12:16 o'clock this 
morning in the lethal gas cham- 
ber in the ‘state penitentiary here. 
Ramsey, 36 years old, told 
prison officials he had “nothing 
to say” as he was strapped in a 
seat in the gas chamber in the 
death house, a few minutes after 
thidnight. He was blindfolded 

and clad only in black shorts, 

Repeating prayers after an ate 
tending Catholic priest until the 
steel door wag closed, Ramsey ap- 
peared calmer than some of the 
42 witnesses. Prison officers had 
described him as “hard.” 

He lost his composure as the 
cyanide gas was released. One 
long wavering moan was heard 
through the thick steel and glass 
walls of the chamber as the gray 
vapor rose. A prison physician 
said Ramsey lost consciousness as 
soon as he inhaled the gas. He 
was declared dead three minutes 
later, 

Ramsey was executed for the 
murder of Miss Lena Afton David- 
son, a waitress, on May 1, 1945. 
She was stabbed in the neck at 
Grace avenue and Osceola street, 
when she resisted an attempted 
holdup. She had been followed by 
Ramsey after she left a streetcar, 
on her way home from work. 

Ramsey also had been sentenced 
to life imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for stabbing Mrs. Opal 
Schellenger at Ninth and Sidney 
streets on May 19, 1945. She was 
stabbed twice in the neck after 
Ramsey robbed her of $4. 

When Ramsey was arrested by 
St. Louls police he admitted the 
stabbing of Miss Davidson and 
Mrs, Schellenger, and gaid he had 
followed 12 other women who 
eluded him. He repudiated his 
confession when tried for the mur- 
der of Miss Davidson, but pleaded 
guilty of the attack on Mrs. Schelk- 
lenger. 

The Missouri Supreme Court af- 
firmed Ramsey’s conviction of the 
murder of Miss Davidson, last 


Nov. 11. His execution was set for 
Dec. 13, but Gov. Donnelly granted 


a reprieve until today.

On Legal Liability. 


The proposal for legislation to 
make unions “suable,” the book- 
let says, is based on a false prem- 
ise that they cannot be sued 
now. In most states, and in the 
federal courts, unions and union 
members can be sued, but only 
when actual participation in or 
authorization of the acts com- 
plained of can be shown, 

Lawsuits are described as the 
simplest and most effective means 
of destroying harmonious labor 
relationships and the prediction 
is made that “sheer chaos” would 
result if contract violations were 
adjudicated in the courts rather 
than through the grievance ma- 
chinery of collective agreements. 

Of suggestions that unions be 
required to bargain collectively, 
the CIO assumes two interpreta- 
tions and says both are. non- 
sensical. One interpretation is 
that employers now are insisting 
on Collective bargaining but 
unions on a return to individual 
bargaining. The other interpreta- 
tion is that unions should be re- 
quired to yield or compromise 
their positions at the bargaining 
table. But the Wagner Act does 
not require employers to yield, 
and it would be unjust to require 
unions to do so, the booklet says. 


Cooling-Off Periods. 


Cooling-off periods are opposed 
because the power of a union to 
organize a strike depends in large 
measure on the morale and organ- 
izational spirit of the union mem- 
bers “which is not something that 
can be built up and turned on 
and off overnight at the beck and 
call of leaders of the union.” 

The purpose of the Wagner Act 
was to relieve in part, the inequal- 
ity which management obtains 
when &n individual worker must 
bargain with an employer already 


-|organized in the forn® of a cor- 


poration or an association of cor- 
porations, the booklet asserts. 

Two proposals for Wagner Act 
amendments—to guarantee free 
speech to employers and to permit 
employers to petition the National 
Labor Relations Board for an 
election to designate a collective 
bargaining agent are discussed. 

It is only when the employer's 
speech carries threats of dis- 
charge or of economic reprisals 
that the labor board holds an un- 
fair labor practice has been com- 
mitted, the CIO contends, and 
the “free speech” argument is 
termed a smoke screen to justify 
amendments which would permit 
employer intimidation. 


Employers are now permitted to 
petition for elections under the 
Wagner Act when confronted by 
claims of two rival unions, the 
booklet says, and that’s all they 
are entitled to. If there is but one 
union, the right of.employes to 
designate their representative 
when and as they wish should be 
of no concern to the employer, the 
CIO maintains. 

The CIO conceded that the 
Wagner Act “imposes obligations 
only upon employers rather than 
employes,” but, it said, “to attrib- 
ute one-sidedness to the act for 
that reason is silly.” 

“It would be equally unrealis- 
tic to assert that game laws are 
one-sided because they make no 
provision to protect the hunter 
against the birds which he is for- 
bidden to shoot. The inequality 
which the act sought’ to remedy 
grew out of employer interference 
with self-organization of employes. 
There is no corresponding threat 
by employes to the self-organiza- 
tion of employers.” 

Coercive picketing is already for- 
bidden by law and criminal con- 
duct on the picket line can be 
punished in the same manner as 
criminal conduct anywhere else, 
the booklet says. It contends the 
real motive behind legislative pro- 
posals to prohibit coercive picket- 
ing is to repeal the Norris-La- 
Guardia Act and revive the prac- 
tice of using court injunctions to 
break strikes. 

The CIO argument against lim- 
iting the right to strike does not 
deal with strikes which affect pub- 
lic utilities or the general welfare. 
It does assert that none of the ma- 
jor 1946 strikes were over juris- 
dictional disputes, sympathetic 
strikes, or called to enforce rec- 
ognition of an uncertified union 
or to enforce “feather bedding’? 
practices—points which have been 
raised in support of such limita- 
tion. 

The final answer of the CIO to 
legislation limiting strikes appears 
to be that this would be involun- 
tary servitude, forbidden by the 
Constitution, because the right of 
a group to leave their jobs is just 
as sacred as the right of an indi- 
vidual to leave his job. 


AFL, Rail Unions to Pool Efforts 
Against Labor Curbs. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (UP)— 
The American Federation of La- 
bor, aroused by what it described 
as the flood of anti-labor bills be- 
ing irftroduced in Congress, mo- 
bilized yesterday for an all-out 
campaign to defeat “dangerous, re- 
strictive” labor legislation. 

A joint conference of AFL and 
railroad brotherhood legislative 
representatives agreed to co-ordi- 
nate efforts in the campaign. 

The AFL said the campaign 
“must be supplemented by the 
support of union members through- 
out the nation in order to be suc- 
cessful.” 

“We know we face a tough fight 
but not a hopeless one,” said a 
statement of W. C. Hushing, chair- 
man of the AFL Legislative Com- 
mittee, 

William Green, AFL president, 
assailed the bill by Senator Ball 
(Rep.), Minnesota, to outlaw the 
closed shop He asserted that “wit- 
tingly or unwittingly, Senator Ball 
is acting as the agent for big cor- 
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porate interests who are out to de- 
stroy the trade union movement”

American taxpaying public,” 
Bridges said, 

“On Nov. 5 the people went on 
record for federal expenditure re- 
duction, tax redugtion, debt reduc- 
tion and cost-of-living reduction. 
The President would give them 
none of these satisfactions.” 

Bridges said “the American 
people willingly paid high taxes 
and lent billions of dollars of their 
savings to fight a two-front war. 
This is no reason to assume that 
they now will shift their patri- 
otism to an entrenched bureauc- 
racy. 

“I believe that the Republican 
Congress must now assume the 
task of reviewing the laws and 
regulations which allow the Presi- 
dent to continue easy spending of 
public dollars. 

“It must look behind profligate 
spending proposals, since the 
President seemingly has not. It 
must truly strive to lower federal 
spending, taxation, debt and work- 
ers’ cost of living.” 

While Taft said he spoke only 
for himself in a speech before the 
Economic Club of New York last 
night, there was little doubt that 
he represented the general view- 
point of the Republican Senate 
leadership in laying down a pro- 
gram promising economies, labor 
legislation, tax reduction and wel- 
fare aid. Taft is chairman of the 
Senate Republican Steering Com- 
mittee. 

Taft's program called for quick 
enactment of a labor bill which he 
said would “discourage” strikes of 
nationally-crippling proportions. 

Beyond that, he said, the Re- 
publicans believe they can 
“squeeze” from three to four Dil- 
lion dollars out of Truman’s 
budget of $37,500,000,000 without 
touching national defense re- 
quests, 


Views on Taxes. 

On taxes, Taft said: “In my 
opinion, it is essential that per- 
sonal income taxes should be 
réduced if the budget can be held 
to $33,500,000,000 and the excise 
taxes are restored. It should be 
possible to reduce by 20 per cent 
the total burden of the personal 
income tax. Corporation taxes 
and excises can wait for another 
year. 
Taft criticized Truman's eco- 
nomic report to Congress as “in- 
consistent,” asserting that “peek- 
ing around all the corners of the 
report we see the whiskers of the 
New Deal.” 

In this report, Truman recom- 
mended that industry sponsor low- 
er prices while labor settled its 
bid for higher wages on the basis 
of what individual managements 
are able to pay. 

Taft said the report “recognizes 
that the best method of bringing 
real purchasing power to consum- 
ters is through the reduction of 
prices rather than the increase in 
wages.” 

But, he added, “It hedges on 
the question like a political report 
instead of a courageous economic 
statement.” 

Attacks Spending Theory. 

“The spending theories of Har- 
ry Hopkins gradually take com- 
mand and determine the ultimate 
recommendation,” Taft said. 
“Then it (the report) seems to 
adopt the theory that mass pur- 
chasing power is the solution of 
all problems and presents a justi- 
fication for every New Deal 
maesure. In short, we are again 
going to spend ourselves into pros- 
perity. 

Taft said the Republicans feel 
that “our present personal in- 
come taxes threaten the soundness 
of our economic structure.” 

Taft outlined as an immediate 
labor program the bill which he 
introduced with Senator’ Ball 
(Rep.), Minnesota, 

In brief, it would set up a me- 
diation board which could delay 
strikes for 60 days, “equalize” col- 
lective bargaining rights of em- 
ployers and unions, require finan- 
cial reports by unions, bar juris- 
dictional strikes and secondary 
boycotts and deny unionization to 
foremen. 

Such a program, he said, would 
be designed to “discourage the 
strikes which have so seriously 
interfered with the welfare and 
progress of the public.” 

For further study, he continued, 
the Republicans will give atten- 
tion to barring the closed shop, 
limiting industry-wide bargaining, 
curbing violence in labor disputes, 
modifying the Wagner Act and 
providing compulsory arbitration. 

Taft said he was against com- 

pulsory arbitration, although he 
conceded it might work in cases 
involving interpretations of dis- 
putes. 
In the field of general welfare, 
Taft, who is regarded as a pros- 
pective candidate for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination in 
1948, outlined a broad program 
based on federal aid to the states 
for the lower income_ groups 
only. 


U.S. Chamber of Commerce Head

DISPARITY OF BIDS 
IN COUNTY GAS CO. 
SALE QUESTIONED 


County Seeks Delay in 
Hearing—Asks If Rates 
Would Go Up Because 
of Higher Offer. 


In a petition seeking delay in 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission hearing on absorption of 
St. Louis County Gas Co. by La- 
clede Gas Light Co., County Coun- 
selor Erwin F. Vetter asserted to- 
day that there was great disparity 
between Laclede’s bid for the 
county utility and a rival offer by 
Charies S. Mott of Flint, Mich. 

He asked in the application 
whether, because of this fact, “gas 
rates will in the future spiral up- 
wards to provide earnings on 
what appears to be an inflated 
valuation.” 


Laclede has contracted with 
North American Co., New York, 
to buy all the stock of County 
Gas for $11,250,000. Its original 
offer to North American was $11,- 
000,00° but North American nego- 
tiated the higher price. Vetter 
said in his petition that Mott’s bid 
was $9,200,000. He told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that this was 
obtained from Securities and Ex- 
change Commission records. How- 
ever, an SEC official told the 
Post-Dispatch there was no rec- 
ord and no knowledge of the 
amount of Mott’s bid in that of- 
fice. 

It was learned elsewhere that 
the $9,200,000 figure was fairly 
close, but not exactly the amount 
of Mott's offer. Some persons 
familiar with the transaction have 
expressed the opinion that Mott’s 
proposal was intended as a pre- 
liminary “feeler,” made in the be- 
lief Laclede would not be able to 
finance its deal. Mott's repre- 
sentatives and North American 
have declined to tell what he of- 
fered. 

L. W. Childress, president of 
Laclede, said the utility would op- 
pose Vetter’s efforts to delay next 
week's hearings before the Mis- 
souri commission and before SEC, 
as its contract calls for closing 
the purchase by March 31. He 
pointed out that the process of 
rate regulation would not take 
into consideration the price paid 
for the ‘stock, but only the value 
of utility property on the original- 
cost basis. 

Vetter complained to the Mis- 
souri commission, whose hearing 
is set for next Tuesday, that the 
county was not given official 
notice until Dec. 31. He asked 
delay at least until April 15 in 
order to prepare to meet issues he 
said were involved. 

These issues, besides the ques- 
tion of disparity of bids, he listed 
as follows: Whether the sale was

Supreme Court made the decision 


upholding such claims. 

The N.A.M. filed a brief as 
“friend of the court” in the case 
eof the Mt. Clemens Pottery Co., 
now back before District Judge 
Frank A. Picard on instructions 
from the Supreme Court to de- 
termine what money may be due 
the firm’s workers for “walking 
time and preliminary activities” 
under the wage-hour act. 

Some suits ask for pay back 
to 1938, when the work week was 
fixed by law by the Fair. Labor 
Standards Act. 

Raymond 8. Smethhurst, 
N.A.M.’s general counsel, said re- 
troactivity is the whole founda- 
tion of union claims. 

“There is no question,” he said, 
“but what the courts have always 
had the discretion to make their 
decisions apply either to the fu- 
ture alone or to transactions al- 
ready completed. 

“Application of the principle of 
prospective rather than retroac- 
tive effect to this case and to all 
the portal-to-portal cases would 
go a long way toward clearing up 
the great uncertainty and public 
concern created by the litigation. 

“Our remedy is one which re- 
duces the portal-to-portal contro- 
versy, however it is finally de- 
cided, to dimensions which could 
be handled without danger of dis- 
rupting the whole national econ- 
omy.”

Truman didn’t say how high he 
wants to go, but in two messages 
to Congress this week he empha- 
sized that he considers an increase 
hecessary. 

Neither Pepper’s bill nor any 
other is likely to go through with- 
out a tough scrap. 

Many southern legislators have 
fought an increase on the ground 
it would hit southern industry 
harder than northern. 

Lawmakers from farm states 
are expected to object unless labor 
costs are included when parity 
prices are figured on agricultural 
products, They put a provision for 
that into Pepper’s bill before it 
passed the Senate last April. 

(Parity is a price intended to 
assure farmers the same purchas- 
ing power they had in some favor- 
able period in the past, usually 
1909-1914.) 

A compromise is probable. 

Some Republicans helped Pep- 
per push his bill through the Sen- 
ate last time, and he looks for help 
from them again. He thinks chair- 
man Taft (Rep.), Ohio, of the 
Labor Committee will “go for 60 
or 65 cents—mayb. more, since 
conditions have changed.” Taft 
had nothing to say immediately. 

Hartley said any increase should 
not be used “as a basis for push- 
ing up wages all along the line.”

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. — Last 
Saturday this manufacturing cen- 
ter of 160,000 persons completed 
100 days without a local daily 
newspaper, to the vociferous dis- 
satisfaction of public. officials, 
business men and residents gen- 


erally. 

Mayor Daniel B. Brunton said 
the absence of local news had 
proved such a serious matter to 
the city’s residents that he had 
made every effort either to set- 
tle the dispute or to bring about 
the establishment of a new daily 
newspaper, thus far without suc- 
cess. 

He revealed that he had acted 
as intermediary in an offer of 
$2,000,000 cash for the four strike- 
bound newspapers, the Springfield 
Republican, the morning and eve- 
ning editions of the Springfield 
Union and the Daily News. 

The proposal was turned down 
by Sherman H. Bowles, who is 
generally credited with controlling 
the four newspapers, though he 
insists that he is merely an em- 
ploye without authority. 

Since then Mayor Brunton has 
endeavored to have the Shopping 
News, which is a throw-away 
owned by a group of local mer- 
chants, converted into a daily. 
Later hé tried to get outside in- 
terests to start a paper. Both 
moves were balked, he said, by 
his inability to get newsprint or 
linotype machines for the new 
ventures. 

Asserting that he had been in- 
formed that a new paper would 
have to pay $200 a ton for news- 
print, Mayor Brunton said that he 
appealed to the Civilian Produc-

Advocates of an official inter- 
state public agency to deal with 
many important phases of physi- 
cal development of metropolitan 


St, Louis, which has been adopted 
as a major objective by the Metro- 
politan Plan Association, pointed 
out today that there are practical 
legal precedents for such a re- 
gional authority. 

Outstanding among these is the 
Port of New York Authority, 
which handles a variety of re- 
gional interstate functions center- 
ing about New York City. 

The 1945 Missouri Constitution 
includes a new provision specif- 
ically authorizing cities and other 
political subdivisions of this state 
to co-operate with other states 
and their subdivisions “for the 
planning, development, construc- 
tion, acquisition or operation of 
any public improvement or facil- 
ity, or for a common service, in 
the manner provided by law.” 

A lawyer member of the Mis- 
souri Constitutional Convention, 
who was instrumental in adoption 
of this provision, expressed the 
opinion to the Post-Dispatch that 
this clause would specifically en- 
able Missouri to join with Illinois 
in the proposed regional agency. 

The Illinois Attorney General’s 
office said there was neither con- 
stitutional nor statutory provision 
covering such a step, but that 
there had been specific statutes 
for Illinois to join in interstate 
action on river bridges, criminal 
paroles and petroleum control. 
Lawyers say that, in the absence 
of a constitutional prohibition, the 
‘Tilinois Legislature could pass an 
act for the regional agency. The 
Missouri constitutional clause in- 
dicates the need for legislative ac- 
tion also. 

Congressional approval would be 
required, Article I, Section 10, of 
the Federal Constitution provides, 
in part, that “no state shall, with- 
out the consent of Congress, enter 
into ,any agreement or compact 
with another state.” There are 
numerous precedents, however, for 
congressional consent for inter- 
state agreements, 

The Metropolitan Plan Associa- 
tion, a voluntary body which has 
achieved good financial support 
from private contributions, 
adopted the major. objective of 
working for an official metropol- 
itan agency by unanimous vote 
of its Sponsoring Committee, or 
governing body, meeting at the 
Missouri Athletic Club yesterday. 
Attendance at the session was 
representative of large-scale com- 
merce, industry, finance and pub- 
lic utilities on both sides of the 
river. Col. Malcolm Elliott, re- 
tired Army river division engineer 
here, presided as association 
chairman. 

The organization’s ‘Metropolitan 
Development Agency Committee, 
headed by Robert B. Brooks, for- 
mer city Director of Streets and 
Sewers, was avthorized to study 
the regional agencies at New 
‘York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
elsewhere, to recommend the re- 
quirements for one here. Its in- 
quiry will include the questions 
of feasibility and form of such 
agency for this area, 

It was pointed out in an asso- 
ciation report, adopted as the 
1947 program, that such an au- 
thority should not have taxing 
power, but otherwise should have 
broad, effective powers to deal 
with inter-community and inter- 
state matters, regardless of polit- 
ical boundaries. 

‘ Airports, river crossings, inter- 
state traffic and highways, trans- 
port terminals, sewerage and 
drainage, water supply, housing, 
recreation, conservation and mass 
transportation were suggested in 
the report as principal functions 
which the agency should encom- 


pass, 

Population of metropolitan St.

member of the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee in 10465, 

“I think my service on the com- 
mittee and the fact that I am the 
only senator identified,with organ- 
ized labor justified me in expect- 
reappointment,” Senator 
Hogan said today. “I never had 
heard any complaint about my 
sérvice, and I could not under- 
stand Senator Matthe~’s refusal to 
again put me on the committee, 

“IT went to see him about it cfter 
the committees were announced 
but he told me there was nothing 
that could be done about it.” : 

Matthes said later that the ap- 
portionment of committee places 
was a.difficult work and that he 
thought he had given Hogan good 
committees.

of the proposed riverfront memor- 
ial, with emphasis on the import- 
ant part it is expected to play in 
reviving the business district 
and restoring property values 
there as a bulwark for protection 
of the city as a whole. 

He said that more than $190,- 
000 of a $225,000 fund was on 
hand, in cash, for a hemispheric 
architectural contest for design of 
the memorial; that the balance 
was expected shortly, and that 
announcement would be made, 
probably next week, of prelimi- 
mary arrangements for the con- 
test. 

The decline in assessment of 
land and buildings in the down- 
town area bounded by Twelfth 
boulevard, Third street, Market 
street and Franklin .avenue, as 
stated by D’Arcy, represents a 
shrinkage in annual] tax revenue, 
at current rates, of more than $1,- 
100,000 a year, in the aggregate, 
including more than $500,000 for 
general municipal funds. This 
epitomizes the problem of decen- 
tralization and urban decay which 
has been troubling public officials 
and civic workers for some time 
Values in Other Parts of City. 

D'Arcy said that in the same 
two decades the assessment of 
land and buildings in all the rest 
of the city had risen only about 
$42,000,000—falling a little short of 
offsetting the downtown loss. In 
the downtown district covered, the 
decline as to land was $28,918,700, 
or 28.8 per cent, and as to build- 
ings, $13,785,160, or 20.5 per cent. 

A chart displayed by D’Arcy 
showed that the shrinkage in 
values was general downtown, 
with only a few limited areas of 
increase, chiefly due to the erec- 
tion of several large buildings in 
the early stage of the 20-year 
period. 

D’Arcy was outspoken in his 
criticism of the decay of down- 
town property. He told of asking 
a New York real estate operator, 
who has large interests in prop- 
erty in many cities, including St. 
Louis, what he thought of Wash- 
ington avenue realty, east of 
Twelfth. .“It’s the rottenest city 
in the United States,” he said the 
man replied. * 
. The eight - story Commercial 
Building, southeast corner of Sixth 
and Olive streets, has “nothing 
but cobwebs from the second floor 
up,” and should have been torn 
down long ago, he asserted. The 
eyesore of the old Nugent dry 

oods store at Broadway and 

fashington avenue “cries out 
loud for somebody to do some- 
thing,” he said. 

“Here's a picture of another 
corner of Broadway and Wash- 
ington, where the Davis estate 
was made rich in dry goods, What 
is it now?” He added in con- 
temptuous tone: “A parking lot!” 

Parking lots, he continued, 
represent lost values. Figures have 
been prepared for D’Arcy showing 
that parking lots occupy 16 per 
cent of the land in the downtown 
area (exclusive of streets and 
alleys), while vacant, unused lots 
occupy only 3.2 per cent. 

Urges Look Abov > Ground Floor. 

He suggested to the engineers 
that they look above the ground 
floors of downtown buildings, with 
the intimation that they would be 
surprised at the extent of vacancy 
or decay. Then, in contrast, he 
pictured what might be done to 
make the downtown district at- 
tractive, particularly through the 
riverfront development, with some- 
thing comparable to the Acropolis 
at Athens, the Arch of Triumph 
in Paris or the riverside park in 
Budapest. 

Larger contributions towards the 
architectural contest fund,: an- 
nounced by D’Arcy, included the 
following: Associated Retailers, 
$57,050; May Department Stores 
Co., $10,000, and Boyd-Richardson 
Co., $4000, in addition to their 
shares in Associated Retailers’ 
fund; member banks of Clearing 
House Association, $15,000; 21 
larger office buildings east of 
Twelfth, $28,540: Public Service 
Co., $7500; International Shoe Co., 
$5000; Edgar M. Queeny, $5000; 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
$5000; Harry B. Mathews Jr., own- 
er of Midland Lime Co., Alton, 
$5000; Anheuser-Busch, Inc., $5000;

five former Congressmen, have 
registered with the Senate under 
the new lobbying act, the Senate

the LaFollette-Monroney law re- 
quiring persons paid to influence 
action on legislation to tell by 
whom they are employed and how 
much they receive. Three of the 
former Representatives said they 
doubted if the law actually would 
apply to their activities. 

The former Congressmen are 
Robert Ramspeck, Georgia; Clif- 
ton A. Woodrum, Virginia; Clyde 
T. Ellis, Arkansas; Albert E. 
Carter, California, and Fritz G. 
Lanham, Tex. Carter is a Repub- 


lican. The others are Democrats. 

Lanham represents the National 
Patent Council, Inc., the American 
Fair Trade Council and the Trin- 
ity Improvement Association, Inc. 
He said in an appended statement 
that he felt it unnecessary for 
him to register but that he desired 
his activities to be publicly known. 
He termed the Trinity Association 
as a non-profit organization for 
education on advantages of soil 
and water conservation. 

Woodrum is president-treasurer 
of the American Plant Food Coun- 
cil, Ine., a trade association rep- 
resenting part of the fertilizer in- 
dustry. His registration carried 
the statement that he felt neither 
his activities nor those of the 
council are covered by the act. 

Ramspeck, executive vice sreiie 
dent of the Air Transport Associa- 
tion of America, made up of 
scheduled airlines,. said he was 
advised by. counsel the act does 
not require™him to register but 
that he signed up so no question 
could be raised.

Bomar said the pair told of 
thumbing a ride with Sprouse near 
Nashville Monday morning. After 
riding five or six miles, Sandusky 
plated a pistol at Sprouse’s head 
and ordered him to drive to a side 
road from where Sandusky did 
the driving, Bomar added.

BRITISH AMBASSADOR NAMED 


IN POLISH TREASON TRIAL 


Key Defendant Testifies He Delivered to 
Envoy Information Which Government 


Alleges Was 


State Secret. 


By LARRY ALLEN 
WARSAW, Jan. 10 (AP)—The 
British Ambassador to Poland 
was named today before a mili- 
tary tribunal as having received 


state and military secrets from the 
outlawed underground organiza- 
tion WIN, which is accused of at- 
tempting a coup against the 
Polish government. 

The charge was disclosed nine 
days before the scheduled parlia- 
mentary elections. Both Britain 
and the United States have pro- 
tested that arrangements for the 
elections did not insure free 
voting. 

The -British Ambassador, Sir 
Victor Cavendish-Bentinck, is fly- 
ing to London tomorrow, An em- 
bassy spokesman, who said it 
would be “inappropriate” to com- 
ment on the trial while it was in 
progress, told reporters the envoy 
was called to London for con- 
sultation regarding Poland’s elec- 
tion. 

Testimony About Envoy, 

The key figure in the high 
treason trial, Count Grocholski, 
testified he had delivered to the 
Ambassador information obtained 
by the underground and through 
a former employe of the Polish 
Foreign Ministry who also is a 
co-defendant. The indictment 
charges Grocholski and_ three 
others specifically of conspiracy to 
overthrow the government in sup- 
plying state secrets to a “foreign 
ambassador” in Warsaw. 

Defendant Waldmir Baczak, 24 
years old, formerly attached to 
the Polish Foreign Ministry, iden- 
tified in his testimony the “Eng- 
lish ambassador.” 

Defendants with Grocholski and 
Baczak are Witold Kalicki, 36, a 
captain in the Interior Security 
Corps, charged with the protection 
of the lives of mémbers of the 
Government and Parliament, and 
a 22-year-old woman, Chrystina 
Kosiorek, Conviction of the four 
on the treason charges would car- 
ry the death penalty. 

An armored car patrolled streets 
outside the military tribunal] while 
more than a score of tommy- 
gunners guarded the courtroom. 

After Baczak, the first to testi- 
fy, named the “English ambassa- 
dor” the three-judge court went 


into a closed session for further 
testimony. It later admonished de- 
fendants to refer to the envoy in- 
volved only as the “ambassador” 
or a “certain gentleman.” 


The underground organization 
WIN, meaning “freedom and in- 
dependence,” is one of the most 
widespread operating in Poland. 
The Government charges that de- 
fendants, in addition to trying to 
overthrow the administration, act- 
ed as spies for “a foreign power,” 


Says Envoy Suggested Contact. 


Grocholski, 43, told the tribunal 
he had known the ambassador for 
30 years and in recent months re- 
newed the acquaintanceship. He 
declared that the suggestion for 
getting in touch with WIN, which 
Grocholski earlier joined, was 
initiated by the ambassador. Gro- 
cholski insisted that his role in 
the entire affair was minor and 
that the ambassador apparently 
wanted information in connection 
with forthcoming elections. 


Grochalski said on one occasion 
he delivered two envelopes con- 
taining information from Kalicki 
to the Ambassador. 


Grocholski was arrested in War- 
saw Nov. 17, 1946. The prosecu- 
tion charged that the Ambassador 
visited his home three days later 
while the residence was under 
surviellance of security police who 
had set at trap to check all per- 
sons calling on Grocholski. 

Grocholski, who also is accused 
of acting as a Gestapo informer 
during the Nazi. occupation of 
Warsaw, categorically denied that 
charge. He testified his family 
originally came from the Rhine- 
land in Germany. 

Baczak also testified that the 
initiative for contact with WIN 
came from the Ambassador.

Chairman Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, said today the Senate 
Appropriations Committee’s deci- 
sion to open its hearings to the 
public will mean that “for the 
‘ first time in recent history the 
public will have a real chance to 
know where its money is going at 
the time it is being spent.” 


For years all hearings of both 
the Senate and House appropria-

(Rep.), New York, said they know 
of no concerted move within their 
group to open its hearings. The 
House committee always writes 
the original appropriations bills. 

Bridges, saying the Senate 
body’s decision had been made by 
Republican members of the com- 
mittee, told a reporter: 


“For the first time the people 
who pay the bill are going to 
have a spotlight on appropriations 
while they are being made. I be- 
lieve it may save them a lot of 
money. 

“Previously the only people who 
testified were a few so-called ex- 
perts from bureaus, agencies and 
departments who are interested 
only in getting as much as they 
can to spend. Those who were 
opposed to the spending had no

UAW Says Firm ‘Forfeited’ 
Right, Refused to Bargain 
as Defined by NLRB. 


DETROIT, Jan. 10 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Walter P. Reuther of the 
CIO United Auto Workers asked 
the Government yesterday to deny 
tax carry-back privileges to the 
J. ¥. Case Co. of Racine, Wis., 
‘gtrike-bound for the last year. 

In a letter to Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder, Reuther contend- 
ed that “any loss which may have 
been suffered by the company in 


connection with its business at 
this plant for the year 1946 was 
attributable to the company’s vio- 
lation of federal law.” Last May 
the National Labor Relations 
Board charged the Case company 
with violating the Wagner Act 
through refusal to bargain with 
the UAW. It found the company 
guilty on Dec. 17. 

Reuther said that the company 
“forfeited” its right to tax carry- 
backs by its refusal to bargain as 
defined by the NLRB 

In Racine, 8. B. Withington, 
company vice president, said col- 
lective bargaining with Local 180 
of the UAW “is all but hopeless.” 
In a letter to Arthur Skibb, union 
reording secretary, Withington 
termed the latest union offer “a 
back-tracking movement to con- 
fuse the employes and the public.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
Chairman Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee said yesterday he had told 
Attorney General Tom Clark, “I 
will do everything I can to reject 


any more New Deal appointments 
to the federal judiciary.” 

Wiley’s committee passes on all 
nominations to the federal courts. 

He said in a statement that 
“New Dealers... already pack the 
courts in innumerable instances,” 
and made public some statistics 
on the subject which Clark had 
prepared at-his request, 
Those showed only 17 Repub- 
licans among the 231 federal 
judges appointed since 1932. 
Wiley contended the courts have 
“an indefensible over-representa- 
tion of members of the present 
minority party” and that public 
respect for the courts had de- 
clined because of “boss-selected 
choices” for the bench, 
He sdid a court appointee will 
not be disqualified just because he 
is a Democrat, but added that “a 
fair representation of Republicans 
must be achieved.” 

Political Favors Ruled Out. 
He declared that judicial ap- 
pointments must not be given out 
a favors for past political serv- 
ces. 
“There is an over-abundance of 
politicians on the bench who lack 
any substantial legal background 
or other appropriate qualifica- 
tions,” he said. 
Clark's statistical summary was 
prepared Jan. 7 in response to a 
request by Wiley. It disclosed that 
there are 276 active federal judges 
having life appointments, and 32 
retired. 
Incumbent judges appointed 
since 1932 include 192 in the 
United States courts, 25 in the 
territorial courts and 14 in the 
lower courts of the District of 
Columbia. 
Clark reported that nine Repub- 
licans have been appointed to the 
United States courts since 1932, 
six to the territorial courts and 
two to the District of Columbia 
lower courts. 

Appellate Court Appointees. 
He listed five Republican judges 
appointed gince 1933 to federal 


appeals courts, They were: 


Harold H. Burton, appointed to 
the Supreme Court Sept, 22, 1945. 
Harlan Fiske Stone, elevated to 


Chief Justice of the United States 
in 1941; served until his death last 


year. 
D. Lawrence Groner, appointed 


iChief Justice of the United States 
iCourt of Appeals for the District 


of Columbia (date not given). 

(Actually, Groner was appointed 
to the court by President Hoover 
in 1931; he was appointed its chief 
judge in 1938.) 

William Clark, elevated to the 
Third Circuit Court of Appeals in 
1938; resigned in 1942, 

Robert P. Patterson, elevated to 
the Second Circuit Court in 1939; 
resigned in 1940. 

The report said 14 incumbent 
Democratic judges were promoted 
since 1933 to federal appeals 
courts. 

A total of 62 federal judicial 

vacancies were ereated by act of 
Congress since March 1933, the 
Attorney General reported. 
“Two Republicans were appoint- 
ed to these posts,” he added. “Leon 
R. Yankwich to the judgeship cre- 
ated in 1935 for the southern dis- 
trict of California, and Nathan 
Cayton to the municipal court of 
appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia, which was created in 1942.”

said it “evidently was the price 
paid for Soviet co-operation in the 
achievement of . victory over 
Japan.” ; 

He described the conference as 
“a curious and practically unique 
instance of one ally asking a 
price of another at the expense 
of a third for co-operation in 
what was morally and politically 
a common cause.” However, he 
pledged China to respect it. 

“Difficult Situation.” 

Russia's presence in Chinese 
territory, he said, made for an 
“abnormal and difficult situation 
calling for the fullest demonstra- 
tion of the spirit of co-operation 
on both sides in order that fric- 
tion may be avoided,” and added: 

“Prompt restoration of Dairen, 
for example, to Chinese control, 
in accordance with the Sino- 
Soviet treaty—a matter which has 
just aroused the interest of the 
United States Government and 
been the subject of an American 
note in identical terms to Nan- 
king and Moscow—will be much 
appreciated by China.” 

The Yalta agreement included, 
among other points, a provision 
for the internationalization of the 
commercial port of Dairen, with 
the “pre-eminent interests” of the 
Soviet Union in the port being 
safeguarded. It also provided that 
China retain full sovereignty in 
Manchuria. 

The policy adopted at Yalta, 
Koo said, “could only be regarded 
as an expedient adopted in the 
stress of war.” 

“Whatever the circumstance ac- 
counting for the agreement,” he 
said, “its consequence and effect 
cannot obviously be limited to the 
period of war. The situation which 
has resulted from it is one which 
cannot fail to retain the attention 
and interest of the United States.” 

He listed Russia's presence in 
Manchuria “with half ownership 
of the principal railway system 
from the west to the east and 
from Harbin to Dairen and her 
concurrent acquisition of the Ku- 
riles, extending into the heart of 
the Bering sea and with a 3000- 
mile border on China's frontier” 
as among the abnormalities result- 
ing from the agreement. 


Assails Chinese Reds. a 

Koo accused the Communists in 
his country of organizing demon- 
strations “and propaganda “to 
alienate the good relations be- 
tween China and the United 
States." He said they “owed al- 
legiance to the Communist head- 
quarters abroad and are perhaps 
not themselves free agents.” 

Furthermore, he accused the 
' Chinese Communists of prolonging 
the country’s unsettled political 
situation and intensifying the con- 
sequent economic distress, 

“What they desire most appears 
to be a continued deterioration 
and chaos so that they can dis- 
credit the Government and im- 
prove their own chance of seizing 
contro] of the whole country and 
installing a Communist China,” 
Koo declared. : 

He said the only alternative left 
open to the Government was to 
proceed “with its plan of political 
unification and economic recon- 
struction as much as possible with- 
out perpetually waiting on the co- 
operation of the Communists.” 

Koo emphasized that the United 
States must continue to play a 
prominent role in Far Eastern af- 
fairs and prajsed Gen. George C. 
Marshall and United States Am- 
bassador J. Leighton Stuart for 
their “untiring efforts toward 
Chinese unification.” 

Address by Forrestal. 

Secretary of the Navy James V. 
Forrestal, folowing Koo on last 
night’s program, said the United 
States “will remain militarily 
strong until the United Nations 
is a going business,” and then 
“it will devote such portions of 
its military power as is appro- 
priate and necessary to give effec- 
tive force to the sanctions of that 
organization.” 

Forrestal declared “the United 
States will not withdraw its in- 
terest or its influence from either 
Europe or Asia,” and that in 
maintaining American military 
strength, “specifically we must 
keep the air-sea power of an 
efficient and mobile navy, a 
strong strategic ajr force, and 
backing them up, a trained and 
modern army capable of swift 
expansion.” 

To remain strong as a world 
power, he said, America must 
remain strong at home, for “a 
strong and solvent and a busy 
America is one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, influences to 
world peace.” 

He said the United States “can- 
not be indifferent to politica] dis- 
turb~nce, whether it occurs along 
the Ganges or on the Rhine.” 

“It is expected that the United 
States will use its economic 
strength and its resources to help 
in the restoration of shattered 
civilizations in Europe and Asia 
anc by so doing provide the hope 
of economic freedom and of po- 
litical liberty,” he said.

Roberts said he was not criti- 
cizing U.N. Comparing it to the 
old League of Nations, he said: 
“The League of Nations was a 
good thing. It provided a place for 
enlightened discussion of world 
problems, frequently leading to 
action. It is possible to do a great 
deal of good by such discussion— 
but when the test came, the 
League of Nations could not pre 
vent the outbreak of world war. 
That's as plain as the ncse on your 
face. As a place to parley and 
talk, the United Nations is good, 
but it just will not stop a war.” 


The answer, he asserted, lies in 
government. He advocated a world 


federation with a democratically 
elected legislature, an executive 
responsible to the people and a 
system of courts to guarantee im- 
partial justice. 

Admitting that such a federation 
will be impractical for some time 
to come—“imagine trying to elect 
world representatives in China, 
where few even understand how 
democracy works’—he urged im- 
mediate formation of a union of 
such countries as the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland, the Scandinavian 
nations, British dominions and 
some Latin American countries. 


Membership Should Be Open. 


The federation should be kept 
open for membership of any other 
nations willing to surrender 
enough of their sovereignty to 
participate in a common foreign 
policy and a common defense 
mechanism and to destroy trade 
barriers, Roberts said.

Even if Russia should, Roberts 
contended, the acceptance would 
be merely by treaty and Russia 
could renounce the treaty at any 
time. , 


“That’s national sovereignty — 
you stick by a treaty just as long 
as you like it,” he remarked sar- 
castically. 


He rejected the argument that 
Russia would be offended by: 
creation of a bloc of democratic 


nations arrayed against her in the 
federation he had proposed. “Rus- 
sia thinks there’s a bloc of these 
same countries organized against 
her now,” he asserted. “We are 
living in a world of power now. 
You and I know that a union of 
the democracies of the West 
would never become an aggressor. 

“I don’t know of any way the 
power of the democracies can be 
saved except through the consoli- 
dation of their power in a federa- 
tion.” 

Says U.N. Is Grand Alliance. 

The United Nations, he asserted, 


is little more than a “grand alli- 
ance” of the Big Three which will 
keep the .peace only as long as 
these powers are agreed. Further, 
he said, there is no opportunity 
under the U.N, Charter to correct 
festering spots around the world 
because the Charter froze condi- 
tions in the status quo that existed 
at the end of the war. 


That leaves Russia in control 
in Poland and the Baltic and 
Balkan states, the - British sup- 
porting their own selfish national 
interests in Greece and Turkey 
and the United States firmly en- 
trenched in Pacific islands which 
Russia regards as a threat to her 
Security, Roberts said. None of 
these conditions can be changed 
without approval of the big power 
involved, he continued. “There 
just can’t be one world under the 
U.N. Charter,” he said. 


Removal of the veto power of 
the major powers from the Char- 
ter would be no help, he asserted, 
pointing to the League of Nations 
for examples. There was no veto 
power in the League, but sstill 
nothing was done without the 
wholehearted backing of France

European Economic Board. 

Here they are: 

1,A European economic com- 
mission was recommended. The 
initial plan seeks to tie Europe 
together to speed reconstruction 
through a European labor pool, a 
continental power grid, a merger 
of inland transportation, a Euro- 
pean housing authority, and a 
plan under which scarce materials 
will be alloted fairly among na- 
tions, 

Russia was expected to oppose 
this plan violently because it 
means new ties with the west for 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Sweden 
and the Balkan countries, all of 
which have Russian trade agree- 
ments that send much of their 
products to the east. 

To the surprise of everyone the 
plan was adopted with little de- 
bate. The plan still must go 
through the U.N. Economic and 
Social Council. But the council 
is an 18-nation agency where the 
veto is not permitted, so the plan 
for European integration has a 
better than even chance for get- 
ting a start in 1947, 

There was no Russian explana- 
tion of the conciliatory Soviet 
stand, but other delegates hoped 
that it means the slow dissolution 
of the so-called “iron curtain” in 
economic affairs.

was resorting to “atomic diplomacy” in demanding consideration 


of the Atomic Energy Commission report before action on general 
world disarmament. The charge came during a three-hour session 
that began a prospectively long and stubborn debate over which sub- 
ject the Council should take up first. | 


Today the Council began con- 
sideration of the question of Tri- 
este, the territory which the Big 
Four foreign ministers have asked 
the Council to administer under 
the Italian peace treaty. 

U.N, Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie, in a document left behind and 
read as he departed for a tour of 
Central American capitals, ex- 
pressed the opinion thatt he Se- 
curity Council had the legal pow- 
er under the U.N. charter to as- 
sume responsibility for peace in 
the projected free territory of 
Trieste, 

Lie’s “brief” on the constitution- 
ality of the Trieste statute said 
the charter not only empowered 
the Council to become caretaker, 
but it also obliged all 55 coun- 
tries in the U.N. to accept the de- 
cision. 

Australia has objected that the 
assumption of responsibility for 
Trieste by the Council would vio- 
late the U.N. charter. 

Lie’s statement, read by Assist- 
ant Secretary-General Arkady So- 
bolev of Russia, apparently 
cleared the path for quick ap- 
proval of the Trieste statute. 

Yesterday’s Debate. 

Gromyko intimated that the 
United States was wilfully delay- 
ing consideration of world dis- 
armament to achieve its own 
ends. 

To the average citizen, the bick- 
ering yesterday on the atomic con- 
trol-general disarmament priority 
issue might have caused irritation. 
Those “in the know” were aware 
that the American representative 
would welcome more time. Resig- 
nation of Bernard M. Baruch, 
American delegate to’ the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and of Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes, 
made that move _ inevitable. 
Byrnes’s successor, Gen. George C. 
Marshall, had not yet arrived in 
the United States. 

Although no change of policy 


is anticipated, it is known that 
American delegate Herschel V. 
Johnson was unprepared to agree 
with Gromyko who flatly declared, 
referring to the American resolu- 
tion: 

“We ought to give its due to the 
frankness of the authors of this 
proposal, the logic or which is very 
simple. Either you agree to the 
American propos-lIs on control of 
atomic energy and then we agree 
to the proposals on working out 
practical measures on the general 
reduction of armaments and 
armed forces, or— 

“If not everything goes smoothly 
with the American proposals on 
control of atomic energy, then we 
refuse in general to occupy our- 
selves with the working out of 
measures for the general reduction 
of armaments and armed forces.” 

Johnson replied to Gromyko 
that “first things must come first” 
and that it was implicit in General 
Assembly instructions that Secu- 
rity Council procedure must center 
on atomic bomb elimination. 


“We therefore feel that the 
Council should devote all its ef- 
forts to securing substantial prog- 
ress in the field of atomic energy 
before it gives consideration to 
other phases of the problem of 
regulation and reduction of arma- 
ments, such as the elimination of 
other weapons adaptable to mass 
destruction and also to the regu- 
lation of conventional weapons 
and equipment and of armed 
forces.” 

In the face of an Australian 
compromise voiced by Council 
Chairman Norman J. O. Makin,

ment, it is going to be a day of 
sadness for all the peoples of the 
world,” 


“Underneath the restless debates 
of the United Nations,” he said, 
“there was present always the 
clashing of Communism and de- 
mocracy, which will last until 
Communism conquers the whole 
world, or democracy transforms 
Communist dictatorship in a social 
democratic movement.

He voiced a plea for a “uni- 
versal community of nations’ d 
said that “to face the challenge 
of Communism, which promises 
economic security at the price of 
freedom, democracy must answer 
with freedom and security.” 

He warned that “we must be 
careful that the totalitarian na- 
tions do not use words like na- 
tionalism, non-intervention and 
sovereignty as a fifth column of 
words.”

While the Bilbo case is still in the 

news we should examine some of the 
less obvious indictments involved in it. 
- Firat of all, there is the indictment 
against the Congress. Much of the abuse 
being heaped upon Bilbo is a waste of 
words, for he is merely the most easily 
denounced of our political charlatans. 
The Senate’s condemnation of this 
shriveled little man is, less clearly per- 
haps, a condemnation of itself. 

In a sense, Bilbo is being made the 
burnt offering to a disapproving elec- 
torate which has long condemned Con- 
gress for a multitude of sins. If Bilbo 
serves only the purpose of being a scape- 
goat on whom a dissatisfied public opin- 
ion may expend the worst of its fury, 
democratic government will have gained 
little. | 

I hold no brief for Bilbo, but there fs 
truth in his threatening retort to his col- 
leagues: “Let him who is without sin 
among you cast the first stone.” The 
little Mississippi Bourbon is right on 
that point, for he is not the only Sena- 
tor or Representative who used his in- 
fluence to get war contracts for private 
contractors at a price. Nor is he the 
only one who has kept the Negro from 
the polls by threat and force. Bilbo is 
but the symbol of the rotten side of our 
legislative branch which has become so 
afflicted with irresponsibility and so in- 
tellectually withered that it draws such 
men as he to sit and determine our 
nation’s destiny. 

And that carries the condemnation to 
the last culprit, the voter. For it is you 
and I who elect the Bilbos and the little 
men of his breed to the highest political 
positions in the land. It is true “The 
Man” has never been elected when more 
than 18 per cent of Mississippi's voters 
went to the polls, but let’s not forget 
that among those who did elect him are 
many stalwart, politically-unconscious 
Americans. And there are thousands 
more who lacked even the gumption to 
go to the polls and protest the political 
feudalism which gave Bilbo an almost 
uncontested victory.

Good Wages, Good Sense 


President Truman has asked again for in- 
creased minimum wages in interstate commerce, 
on the sound premise that they will protect cap- 
italistic stability and prosperity. Gov. Donnelly 
could well have argued in the same vein for a 
minimum in Missouri industries within the state. 
Since he neglected to do so, the question is 
up to the Legislature to initiate.. A wise Legis- 
lature will correct the negligence of its prede- 


cessors and make Missouri the twenty-seventh 


state with some kind of floor under Wages. - 

There is first the argument of decency. Re- 
publican Senator Morse of Oregon put it very 
well: “The operation of the so-called American 
free-enterprise economic system does not carry 
with it the license or the right for the economic 
strong to exploit the economic weak by paying 
them wages so low that they cannot maintain 
a standard of living which provides for health 
and decency.” 

Yet 67,000 Missourians (according to the lat- 
est figures, for 1944) are paid less than 40 cents 
an hour—not only in the small towns but also 
in the largest cities. Such rates are particularly 
common in laundries, hotels, eating places, “5 
& 10” and similar stores. Forty cents an hour 
is only $69.33 a month if the employe works 40 
hours a week—or $83.20 if he works 48 hours. 

No one contends that such an income leaves 
margins for frivolous living. Most will agree, 
rather, with this finding by the Missouri Asso- 
ciation for Social Welfare: A single woman liv- 
ing alone, to take a typical example, needs just 
a few cents under $100 a month barely to get by 
—of which about $80 is swallowed up by rent, 
food, clothing and withholding tax. And yet 
thousands of women who must rely wholly on 
their earnings—and no small number of men as 
well—receive far less than $100. 

Such wages are the most wasteful kind of 
false economy. Harried, undernourished, health- 
neglected employes cannot produce standard 
performance for their employers. Even in the 
laundry industry, which is a notorious offender, 
trade journals hold forth the bright prospect 
that higher wages are more likely than not to 
reduce labor costs. And that same prospect 
means that a minimum-wage floor would tend 
as much to reduce prices as to increase them, 

Some employers have found it profitable to 
raise wages above the industry-wide level, en- 
joy better-performing labor forces and cut costs 
with good equipment and management. That is 
true, for example, of a few St. Louis laundries. 
But such leaders would be better rewarded for 
their decency and enterprise if their competitors 
were not able to substitute cheap wages for 
their own lack of enlightenment and sound man- 
agement. Substandard wages are unfair compe- 
tition. 

Nor are slow-starvation wages for any citizen 


‘a bargain to taxpayers and society at large. The 


worker who cannot maintain himself in‘ mini- 
mum adequacy is a fair target for the physical 
and mental ills which populate public institu- 
tions. When his health or mind fails, he quits 
paying taxes and begins eating them. 

All of which, of course, costs society through 
the nose. And society pays compound interest 
when, because there is too much maldistribution 
of purchasing power, depression comes. 

Hence there is the best kind of capitalistic 
economics as well as simple humanitarianism in 
the renewed effort to establish a floor under 
wages in Missouri. The new Legislature, we 
hope, will see it. 
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Shrewd and Smelly 
Tidelands oil quitclaim bills have already been 
reintroduced in both Senate and House. Their 
sponsors are racing to get the quitclaim, if nec- 
essary overriding a presidential veto, into the 


statute books before the Supreme Court decides | 


who owns the tidelands. For if the court decides 
for the people of the United States, a subse- 
quent cession of these resources to the states 
might send some of the givers to the political 
guillotine. But if they can legislate away the 
people’s claim first—a course which would keep 
the court from ever ruling on who is the owner 
—the people may be disposed to give them the 
benefit of a doubt. 

It’s shrewd but it still smells as strong as 
the leeward margin of an oil field. Involved 
here is the disposition of oil on which the na- 
tional security may depend a few years hence. 
Also involved is the honorable tradition that 
legislatures do not usurp the peculiar functions 
of the judiciary—particularly when, as in this 
affair, the judiciary had the decision in process 
before the legislature even thought to inter- 
vene. 

Since Republicans have unshakable control of 
Congress, the race sheds a queer light on the 
pet G.O.P. pretension to being the “constitu- 
tional” party. 
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Needed: A Foolproofer 


What this country needs, besides a good 5- 
cent cigar and 10-cent sandwich, is a new pro- 
fession of foolproofers. The news columns are 
crowded with stories of the woe inflicted on 
innocent and unsuspecting citizens by loopholes 
left in laws by those who frame them. 

St. Louis is suffering at the moment because 
of an imperfection in the law abolishing the 
Justice of the Peace Courts and replacing them 
with a Magistrate Court. The bill failed to pro- 
vide for the transfer of pending cases from the 
abolished courts to the one that took their place. 
A litigant must pay a $7 fee and something ad- 
ditional for his attorney to get a Circuit Court 
order for his case to be revived. 

This is relatively trivial, but highly incon- 
venient. At the other end of the scale are the 
portal-to-portal pay suits, seeking damages now 


- exceeding four billion dollars. In the Fair Em- 
. ployment Act of 1938, Congress failed to define 


the work week and the New Deal Supreme 
Court has upset custom and shadowed some 
businesses with bankruptcy by making a defini- 
tion of its own. 

Old-timers in the law like to cite a boner made 
by the New York Legislature before the turn 
of the century. The lawmakers meant merely to 
substitute electrocution for hanging, but they 
slipped up and left an interim of six months in 
which capital punishment was abolished entirely 
in New York. A clever mouthpiece found the 
omission and almost rescued several wretches 
from execution. The situation was saved, how- 


ever, by an unusual common-sense decision of 
the higher courts of New York. They held that 
no mere slip of the Legislature should save a 
slayer from the chair. 

Courts nowadays are less obliging. Hence the 
need for the foolproofer—a pessimistic, syspi- 
cious, fault-finding and generally superior and 
supercilious character who neither has friends 
nor wants any and ¢an spot legal flaws at least 
half as fast as a criminal lawyer or a member 


Sooner or later Greater St. Louis is going to 
subordinate its dozens of political boundaries to 
a metropolitan approach and common sense, The 
Metropolitan Plan Association has come to the 
inevitable conclusion that there should be an 
interstate agency here. It would direct such 
matters as airports, river crossings, sewerage, 
water supply and interstate transportation and 
highway systems. These problems will not be 
limited by arbitrary city and township lines. 

For 70 years the political core of this area, 
the City of St. Louis, has sat within its narrow 
limits while tryirig to solve, problems far beyond 
their scope. Airports are an example. Our ma- 


jor landing field is miles out in the county, and | 
the best interests of the area demand new fields 


on the East Side. The Horner-Shifrin air plan 
recognizes the advisability of a metropolitan avi- 
ation authority, but considers it politically un- 
feasible. : 

It is not. The Missouri and Illinois Legisla- 
tures could enable the multitude of cities in 
this area to co-operate in solving common prob- 
lens. Other interstate urban areas have done 
so. Even now the Port of New York Authority, 
which rules the harbors of lower New York and 
upper New Jersey, is considering control of the 
great metropolis’s airports. The Authority's 
chairman, Howard S. Cullman, says, “Co-opera- 
tion ahd not competition must be the keynote 
of airport operation here if we are to win pre- 
eminence as an air center.” 

That is true for Greater St. Louis also. We 
will get nowhere with a piecemeal approach to 
area-wide problems. Sooner or later, our bar- 
riers of urban provincialism must give way. We 
are glad to see the Metropolitan Plan Associa- 
tion step out. 


Junk or Adjust? 

President Truman rightly asked Congress for 
prompt action to extend rent control beyond 
June 30. It is unfortunate that he did not also 
ask for decontrol on new buildings, a moderate 
general increase on old ones and better remédies 
against nuisance tenants. For the omission en- 
couraged extremists like Texas’s Senator O’Dan- 
jel and Republicans Wherry, Moore and Bush- 
field to fire back with a bill to junk control] at 
the end of this month. That course could only 
lead, we repeat, to the worst rent gouges in 


American history, largely at the expense of vet- 


erans and others least able to bear it. 
Fortunately, moderates on this issue have 
spoken up promptly in an effort to correct the 
effects of Mr. Truman's omission. Men as widely 
diverse in political complexion as Senators E)- 
lender and Taylor, Flanders and Capehart, Mc- 
Grath and Buck are united in the belief that 
ceilings should be continued, but with upward 
adjustment. That view should prevail. 
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» A Two-Bit Joke 

That little two-bit joke known as the Missouri 
driver's license will come up again in the new 
Legislature. Gov. Donnelly has asked that the 
license law be amended to provide “a prescribed 
driver’s examination.” Maybe after 10 years of 
the present law, Missouri has learned it is time 
for a change. 

In the past too many citizens and their legis- 
lators didn’t want to bother with elementary 
regulations for road safety. It took long effort 
to pass the present law, in 1937, and that statute 
did little more than establish the principle of 
licensing motorists. Unlike other states, Mis- 
souri does not require an adequate physical ex- 
amination or test of driver competency. Sena- 
tor H. R. Williams has just proposed an amend- 
ment to correct that. , 

About all Missourians have to do now to 
run an auto is to pay 25 cents. Of course, if they 
are caught misusing the license, then the law 
has “teeth” in it, as the Governor said. But 
as for proving ability to drive a car safely, it’s 
an open question whether our 25-cent slip of 
photostat is a license or just a tax receipt. 


That’s the embarrassing question which more 


advanced states have been asking Missouri vis- 
itors. i. 

We published on the editorial page the other 
day a letter from a Missourian who had had an 
eye-opening experience in Massachusetts. He 


said: 

I recently had occasion to rent an auto- 
mobile in Massachusetts to make a short 
business trip, and found that my Misso 
driver’s license was not acceptable. It wa 
necessary to lose about a day’s time, to take 
a test and pay $4 for the necessary permit. 
... Ish’t it about time something was done 
to remedy such a situation? 

It is, indeed. The Legislature should follow 


Gov. Donnelly’s recommendation and do it.

The End of a Literary Era 


The Mirror 


The men of literature who led the way out of the nineteenth cen- 
tury are gone, writer says; 27 major authors died in 1946; among 


% them were Dreiser and his German counterpart in naturalism,

Hauptmann; vanished too are the muckrakers and Indiana school.

The year just past witnessed the deaths 
of some 27 major writers in America and 
Europe. It also brought down the curtain 
on a number of prominent literary move- 
ments or tendencies with which some of 
these writers had been connected. 


Two of the best known names to appear 
on the obituary lists were those of Theodore 
Dreiser and Booth Tarkington, both natives 
of Indiana, With them virtually ended the 
so-called Hoosier school, which was a fea- 
ture of the American literary scene ever 
since Edward Eggleston, shortly after the 
Civil War, wrote “The Hoosier Schoolmas- 
ter.” 

The “school” was at its heyday around 
the turn of the century, when best seller 
lists were regularly being monopolized by a 
group of Indianians. The year 1900 to 1901, 
for instance, saw the publication of Tark- 
ington’s ‘“‘Monsieur Beaucaire,” Maurice 
Thompson’s “Alice of Old Vincennes,” 
George Barr McCutcheon’s “Graustark,” 
George Ade’s “Fables in Slang,” Meredith 
Nicholson’s “The Hoosier” and Dreiser's 
“Sister Carrie.” 


The Facile and the Great 


In 1900 Tarkington was just beginning 
to hit his stride ‘after five years of com- 
parative neglect. For 45 years after that a 
steady stream of popular books, plays and 
short stories poured from his pen. Only 
two of them, “The Magnificent Ambersons” 
and “Alice Adams,” added anything sub- 
stantial to his reputation. These received 
the Pulitzer prize in 1918 and 1921. 


On the other hand, Dreiser in 1900 was 
entering upon a 25-year period of neglect 
that did not end until he soared to fame 
and fortune with his novel, “An American 
Tragedy,” in 1925. Yet during all this time 
of little popular success he was building 


- a solid reputation among people who knew 


the difference between facile storytelling 
and great fiction. 

Part of the neglect may be traceable to 
the fact that he was the first important 
writer to rise from the immigrants of the 
nineteenth century. His father was a poor 
and a devout (Dreiser prefers the word 
bigoted) German Catholic; his mother a 
Slavic Mennonite. 

As a result Dreiser’s style is not as 
graceful or his subject material as genteel 
as those of the writers born and bred inthe 
Anglo-Saxon tradition of American letters, 
His novels had the censors throwing up 
their hands and turning down their thumbs, 


But Dreiser, who never changed his mind 
under the pressure of public opinion, went 
on his way undaunted and became the path- 
finder for the outspoken novelists of today. 


A Dramatic Awakening 


Gerhart Hauptmann, one of the 27 de- 
ceased, was in some respects Dreiser's 
counterpart in Germany. Both men were 
apostles of naturalism, though Hauptmann 
did his .best work in drama rather than 
fiction. With Bernard Shaw and Maurice 
Maeterlink, he was among the last sur- 
vivors of the great dramatic awakening 
that came almost simultaneously in all the 
countries of Europe in the 1890s and ush- 
ered in a new age of drama that can be 
compared favoraby with the Greek and the 
Elizabethan. 

Two of the 27 writers, Logan Pearsall 
Smith and Gertrude Stein, were expatriates 
in Europe. The practice of American writ- 


ers to emigrate to Europe began with 
Henry James and became amost a general 
movement in the 1920s and ’30s until the 
war reversed the tendency and brought 
European writers to our shores. With the 
death of Smith and Gertrude Stein only 
two American writers of international fame 
remain overseas—George Santayana, in 
Italy, and T. 8S, Eliot, in England. 


H. G. Wells was a movement in himself. 
We like to think of him as the very em- 
bodiment of the modern world, but he was 
probably the last Victorian writer rather 
than the first modern novelist. 


His mildly socialistic program stemmed 
from the nineteenth century Fabians; his 
optimistic belief in progress from Tenny- 
son; his protests against the crudities of 
civilization, from Ruskin and Carlyle. 


Wells: A Last Victorian 


In science he was not only a pupil but 
a successor of Huxley and did his share to 
popularize modern scientific views and 
achievements. Many of the latter he 
prophesied long before they came. 


Yet he was overwhelmed when in the 
recent war they were put to the use which 
he himself had predicted. Wells became an 
avowed pessimist. 


The modern world, with its chaos and 
cruelty, proved too much for this man 
whose soul was still steeped in Victorian 
proprieties. Now the Welisian dream is 
over and the last Victorian dead, but the 
modern world goes roaring on. 


The death of Ray Stannard Baker brought 
back many memories of things past. Baker 
influenced the current of American life and 
thought at three points. Designated as the 
editor of Woodrow Wilson's papers by Wil- 
son himself, he produced what is the defin- 
itive biography of the war President, a 
great work which ranks with Nicolay and 
Hay’s biography of Lincoln. 

Under the pseudonym of David Grayson, 
Baker wrote some of the most delightful 
and wholesome essays of our century— 
“Adventures” in contentment, in friendship, 
in understanding, in solitude, 


The Optimistic Crusade 


In the beginning of his career he was one 
of the crusading band whom Theodore 
Roosevelt, in derision, called the muckrak- 
ers. The muckrakers staged a frontal at- 
tack on all evils. A few of their titles may 
show how inclusive and how specialized 
their crusade was, 

Thorstein Veblen wrote “The Theory of 
the Leisure Class”; Jacob Riis, “How the 
Other Half Lives”; Lincoln Steffens, 
“Shame of the Cities”; 
“Daughters of the Poor” (on the white slave 
traffic); Thomas Lawson, “Frenzied Fi- 
nance”; John Spargo, “The Bitter Cry of 
the Children”; Ida Tarbell, “The History of 
Standard Oil.” Baker himself contributed 
“Following the Color Line” (on the Negro 
question). ' 

He was one of the last links with those 
optimistic decades when serious men still 
believed that social evils would disappear 
automatically if they were only exposed 
and that one great war might end all wars 
and make the world safe for democracy.

An Irish Lincoln? 


EAMON DE V

Today Eamon de Valera is the undis- 
puted voice of the Irish people. The Ire 
land that has finally emerged independent 
after long years of struggle with the British 
Empire is indeed “De Valera’s Ireland.” It 
bears the hallmark of his personality and 
achievements. It is a complete democracy, 
This biography—the sixth, incidentally— 
is offered as an honest rather than an im- 
partial account of the stirring career of 
the Irish leader, man of action and maker 
of history. Biographer MacManus is a con.

Although born in New York, De Valera 
was educated in Ireland. He was a college 
teacher until 34, when he threw in his lot 
with the men who believed a blood sacri- 
fice was necessary to redeem the nation, 
The book recounts his turbulent career in 
the Volunteers during the second Home 
Rule struggle, his part in the abortive 
Easter uprising of 1916, his imprisonment 
in England, his release, entry into politics 
and his rapid rise in public favor. 

His refusal to accept the treaty with 
England, which established an Irish Free 
State but contained the oath of allegiance 
to the Crown, was the measure of his 
vision. His goal was unrestricted auton- 
omy. He waged a bitter fight against this 
treaty but was defeated and discredited. 
His country was plunged into civil war and 
once more he went to prison. Finally the 
tide turned and when he became president 
of the executive council his first act was 
to repudiate the hated treaty. 

- - 7 : 

Ireland's neutrality in World War IT 
still a puzzle to many Americans—while 
“aggressive” was not due to hate of Britain. 
Both De Valera and the Irish people, says 
his biographer, decided at the outset of the 
struggle that, when probed to its full depth, 
it was the old recurring clash between two 
imperialisms. Finance, trade, colonies, 
power politics and international rivalries, 
not the saving of democratic civilization, 
were root causes. The Irish President him- 
self insisted on the right of every free 
nation, large or small, to control its own 
destiny, determine its own policies. 

Biographer MacManus is fond of com- 
paring the Irish patriot to Abraham Lin- 
coln. De Valera’s political candor, personal 
integrity, his grave dignity, his simplicity, 
even his looks and manner, remind him ef 
the American statesman.

T is hard to believe that James F. Byrnes was Secretary of State 
for only a year and a half. So much happened in that time and 
Byrnes worked with a personal team 


If that personal team now is 


broken up, we shall lose at least a part of their accomplishment. 


It was characteristic of Byrnes 
that he should work with a small 
group of trusted personal associ- 
ates. His long political back- 
ground in South Carolina and on 
Capitol Hill conditioned him to 
deal out of his hat with those 
whom he knew and believed in at 
his side. 

As one of his Assistant Secre- 
taries of State he brought in 
youngish Donald S. Russell, with 
whom he had practiced law in 
Spartanburg, 8. C. Moving cau- 
tiously and discreetly, Russell has 
begun to renovate the ancient ma- 
chinery of the State Department. 
He has cut out some of the worst 
time-serving devices. The current 
of business moves a little faster 
today. 

Similarly, the foreign service is 
on the way to being overhauled 
under Russell's supervision. The 
deadwood is being cut out. The 
compensation has been increased 
and the way opened to a wider 
range of ability. If Russell goes 
back to South Carolina to prac- 
tice law, as he undouhtedly would 
like to do, there is a danger that 
some of this gain will be lost. 


Ben Cohen Needed. 


Benjamin V. Cohen, counselor of 
the State Department and Byrnes’s 
warm personal friend, has sat be- 
side his chief through all the long, 
wearying negotiations of the past 
18 months. His knowledge and 
.. background are absolutely essen- 
» tial to Byrnes’s successor. 

- Assistant Secretary William 
Benton has put great drive behind 
the Department's foreign informa- 
tion program. He has won many 
friends for that program on the 
hill. 

Likewise, it is supremely im- 
portant that the two Under Secre- 
taries, Dean Acheson and Will 
Clayton, remain in office. Ache- 
son has been Acting Secretary — 
in the absence of Byrnes at Lon- 
don, Moscow, Paris and New York 
—for a longer period than any 
other substitute secretary. If 
Gen. Marshall decides to head the 
United States delegation to the 
coming conference in Moscow, it 
will be imperative to have Ache- 
gon in the office of Secretary here 
in Washington.

world. The outcome is still in 
the balance. So much depends on 
whether Clayton persists in push- 
ing the plan before Congress and 
at the next trade conference to 
be held in Switzerland in April. 


Too Much Shuffling. 


Gen. Marshall will have an en- 
tirely different approach from 
that of his predecessor. He jas 
never tended to rely on personal 
friendships. Marshall’s method is 
to make use of the men who seem 
to have the knowledge and ca- 
pacity—that is, if they measure 
up to the General's strict stand- 
ards. And he has a remarkable 
capacity for sizing up human be- 
ings. 

Foreigners frequently complain, 
and rightly, of the lack of con- 
tinuity in our conduct of foreign 
affairs. We shuffle the deck, 
throw the cards out the window, 
and start all over again. If the 
Byrnes team now goes to pieces, 
this will have happened once 
again. If most of the team stays 
together, Marshall will be able to 
start at the point at which Byrnes 
left off. And that point repre- 
sents a major advance over July 
1945 when the retiring Secretary 
took on the job, 


Continuity of Policy. 


Quite understandably, the mem- 
bers of the Byrnes team want to 
take this opportunity to retire. 
Theirs is a gruelling and usually 
a thankless task. It means, in 
most instances, a financial pen- 
alty. In private life they could 
make two or three times as much 
money—and work half as hard. 


This raises an extremely inter- 
esting point. In connection with 
the Marshall appointment, there 
is bound to be an outcry about 
putting a military man in such a 
key position. But this must be 
said for military men. They have 
been trained to accept the disci- 
pline of long hours and Govern- 
ment pay. They have been condi- 
tioned to give service to the na- 
tion,

Potsdam and Tuesday of this week, Mr. Byrnes traveled a long 


way in experience. 


He went into the problems of U.N. and the 


making of the peace treaties sharing the generally optimistic atti- 
tude that the interests of the United States, Great Britain and the 
Soviet Union could be fairly easily reconciled in. reason and the 


desire for peace. 


Mr. Byrnes learned the hard 
way, and the fact that he did 
learn — namely that distrust, bad 
faith, and double-dealing were 
. facts, not fictions—laid him open 
-to brutal attacks from the ex- 
treme left, which he bore with 
patience and dignity. 


Two State Departments? 


He inherited a State Depart- 
ment at loggerheads within itself. 
Nothing could better illustrate 
this than the fact that within a 
few days of each other the State 
Department first gave financial 
aid to the present Polish Govern- 
ment, thus dramatically strength- 
ening its position on the eve of 
elections, and then sent a strong 
protest to that very Government 
against the alleged terror it is 
practicing in order to secure the 
outcome of the elections. It al- 
most looks as though we had two 
State Departments, representing 
two different powers. 

And although there is a disposi- 
tion to take Mr. Baruch and Mr. 
Byrnes at their words, regarding 
their reasons for resigning, Wash- 
ington reporters read more serious 
interpretations into both acts. 
Gen. Marshall has not yet taken 
office but already some of these 
venture the prediction that he 


will be less stubborn on atomic- 
bomb control than Mr. Baruch— 


though Mr. Baruch insisted merely 
on calling a spade a spade... 

No one will challenge Mr. Ba- 
ruch’s own estimate of Gen. 
Marshall: “utterly selfless; has 
character and ability, love of coun- 
try and indefatigable energy, with 
a thorough understanding of or- 
ganization.” 


Nevertheless, Gen. Marshall is a 
soldier and a military strategist, 
not a political strategist, and he 
comes to his new office from a 
highly important political post in 
which he admits he failed. 


What Marshall Missed, 


Possibly anyone would have 
failed, but his report shows that he 
failed to grasp the essential fact, 
that coalitions which include Com- 
munists cannot produce liberal 
governments, but are invariably 
used as a wedge for obtaining to- 
tal and despotic power. 


The only conceivably successful 
tactic would have been to encour- 
age the Kuomintang Government 
to take a liberal line and compete 
with the Communists, but never to 
attempt to share power with them. 
That is the lesson of Poland, Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia and every other 
country which has tried coalition. 

It may be, of course, that Gen. 
Marshall has learned this lesson, 
but his report on China does not 
indicate it.

BOARD TO SET DATE. 
OF SCHOOL BOND VOTE 


Committee Unable to Agree 
on Time for Election — 
25-Cent Tax Rise Sought. 


The date of the election at 
which voters of the city will pass 
on the proposed 25-cent increase 
in the school tax rate and a $35,- 
000,000 bond issue for new con- 
struction and modernization of 
school buildings will be fixed by 
the Board of Education at its 
meeting next Tuesday. 

The board will not have before 
it a recommendation on a date 
from its bond and thx campaign 
committee because the committee 
yesterday was unable to agree on 
whether to hold the election on a 
special day or in connection with 
one of the spring city elections, 
either the primary on March 7 
or the general election April 1. To 
make the tax increase available in 
next year’s revenue, the new rate, 
if adopted, would have to be cer- 
tified to the taxing authorities by 
May 15. 

Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, chair- 
man, Suggested the cost to the 
city at this time of a special ‘elec- 
tion—an estimated $75,000—might 
alienate the sympathies of the 
voters but he agreed with a fel- 
low board member, J. Harry Pohl- 
man, that a special election, free 
from all political issues, would be 
a more desirable way to submit 


require a two-thirds favorable 
vote for passage. 

Dr. Hofmeister said the Govern- 
mental Research Institute, after 
a survey of school. needs, had 
agreed with the board on the tax 
increase and the amount needed 
to modernize and expand the 
system but differed on the meth- 
od of financing. It took the po- 
sition, he said, that construction 
costs should be financed on a 
pay-as-you-go basis rather than 
by a bond issue in order to avoid 
incurring a debt for funds that 
could be disbursed only over a 
relatively long period. 

Dr. Hofmeister said it Was 
nevertheless the opinion of the 
committee that the entire cost of 
the new buildings, expected to be 
in use for 50 to-75 years, ought 
not to be borne exclusively by the 
current generation of taxpayers. 
He explained the bonds would be 
issued only as the need for funds 
developed and that at no time, 
probably, would the entire $35,000,- 
000 issue be outstanding. On a

INFANT DEATH RATE 


AT LOWEST POINT 
IN NATION’S HISTORY. 


“3\New Low Reached in Mater- 


nal Mortality Also, Health 
Service Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)-—< 
The Public Health Service re 
ported today the infant mortality 
rate has reached the lowest point 
in the nation’s history and atill 
appears to be heading downward. 


The rate for 1945 was 38..3 
deaths under one year old for 
each 1000 live births, 3.8. per cent 
lower than the rate of 39.8 for 
1944. Provisional figures for the 
first 10 months of 1946, a health 
service announcement added, indi- 
cated a 3.2 decrease from the cor- 
responding peridd of 1945, 

The maternal mortality rate of 
2.1 per 1000 live births for 1945 
also was a new low, showing a re- 
duction of nearly 9 per cent from 
the rate of 2.3 from the previous 
year. 

The agency said one of the fac- 
tors in the lowered infant and 
maternal mortality retes was an

“A national court of arbitration should be established and 
armed with as much dignity and authority as the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 


“Compulsory arbitration of all labor disputes should be de- 
creed by Federal enactment. 


“And the decisions of the court of arbitration should be en- 
forced with the full power of the Federal Government. 


“Strikes should be outlawed and the complete machinery to 
enforce their suppression should be fully established and fearlessly 
operated. 


“There is nothing experimental about these proposed processes. 
Similar processes exist in Australia under a radical government. 


“They have successfully accomplished their objective of main- 
taining labor peace and of preserving the public peace. 


“Strikes accompanied with their interruption of employment 
and production, whether marked by force and violence or not, are 
of no benefit to labor—of no benefit to industry, even if industry 
should win the strikes—and certainly they are of no advantage to 
the public, either in war or peace. 


“Strikes should be definitely abolished. 


“The settlement of disputes by force and violence should not 
be permitted to labor and industry any more than to any elements 
of a civilized community.”

The league commissioner an- 
nounced his new move the day 
after suspending the Giants’ Frank 
Filchock and Merle Tapes pending 
disposition of their case some time 
next week. They face banishment 
from the pro game for life for 
failing to report the bribe offers to 
their club, league or police offi- 
cials, 

Feared Bodily Harm. 

In Washington yesterday, Fil- 
chock said he didn’t tell the club 
of Paris’s approach because, he 
said, “my life wouldn’t have been 
worth a nickel if I had.” He ex- 
plained he feared physical harm 
from mobsters if he told anyone 
of the Paris attempt to fix the 
outcome of the same. 

Meanwhile, New Jersey authori- 
ties entered the continuing inves- 
tigation after New York Assistant 
District Attorney George P. Mona- 
ghan, who prosecuted Paris, said 
he believed Paris was an agent of 
a gambling syndicate possibly cen- 
tering in New Jersey.

Auto Club Urges Legislature 
‘to Pass Constitutional Amend- 
ment to Allow Rise. 


Passage of a _ constitutional 
amendment by the Legislature to 
authorize an increase in state gas- 
@line taxes was recommended by 
the board of Governors of the 
Automobile Club of Missour! in 
a resolution adopted at a meet- 
ing last night at the 
Club, 476 North Kingshighway. 

n urging the change in the con- 
stitution, the group pointed out 
cities should participate in the 
distribution of additional revenue 
realized from such a tax increase 
only if they surrendered the right 
to impose duplicating gasoline 

es. 

The board said it did not favor 
an increase in taxes for improve- 
ment of rural roads unless a 
sound rural road program was 
required of all participating coun- 
ties. Such a program would elim- 
inate about 1900 multiple highway 
agencies in the state and make 
the county the smallest unit ad- 
ministering -road affairs, the 
group said. 

Appointment of a committee of 
citizens and public officials by 
the Governor to prepare a com- 
prehensive legislative program to 
implement the proposed constitu- 
tional change was urged by the 
group. A recommendaticn that 
the state enact a more effective 
driver's license law was adopted 
as’ was a proposal that police 
officers, traffic engineers and 
traffic judges be required to take 
short courses in highway traffic 
safety at leading universities.

During five years of good 
weather, big crop production and high prices, 
farmers have come pretty near paying themselves 
out of the hole they’ve been in for the last gen- 
eration. This hole might have been dug partly 
by bad farming methods, but mainly responsible 
was a system in which small farmers particularly 
had become politically impotent. The result of 
this was that he sold his produce in an unpro- 
tected or falsely created “surplus” market, while 
everything he bought was purchased in a pro- 
tected or artificially controlled market. His op- 
erating margin and his chance for a fair profit 
thus destroyed, the farmer battled a losing game. 
“Parity prices” were created during the emer- 
gency of war, to put the farming business as 
nearly as possible on an equal basis with other

T’S a fact that canned peaches 

ee the list of all canned fruit 

sold commercially and home- 
makers can more of them than 
ng | other fruit. Because they are 
a favorite, homemakers should not 
make this mistake of serving them 
always just as they come from 
the can. Monotony always is to 
be avoided if we want to keep 
folks interested. Many delicious 
dishes can. be produced from a 
can of peaches and these are 
worth learning well. One is up- 
side-down cake, Though not, diffi- 
cult, many people fail to produce 
it with 100 per cent eating quality. 
Too often it is doughy right in the 
center. This feature is to be 
avoided. The reason for this is 
because too much moisture is left 
in the fruit. The heat cannot con- 
vart the moisture into steam, then 
evaporate it and cook the cake 
at the same time. 

The melted butter and sugar 
which is placed in the bottom and 
which acquires a high tempera- 
ture in the baking is a great help, 
but if very wet fruit is couched 
in this butter-sugar mixture its 
advantage is counteracted by the 
steam. The remedy is to drain off 
every drop of the juice possible. 
Turn the peaches into a colander, 
cover up and let drain an hour 
before mixing the cake batter, The 
luscious juice can be left as is or 
thickened and colored slightly and 
served with the cake. And remem- 
ber that this dessert is at its best 
when it is just cooled off toa little 
below lukewarm. When it becomes 
cold or chilled in the ice box, there 
is nothing exciting about it. 

Peach Upside Down Cake, 

Sirup: one-fourth cup butter or 
Margarine, one-third cup sugar, 
three or four drops almond ex- 
tract, No. 2% can peach halves, 

Cake: Three-fourths cup sifted 
flour, one teaspoon baking pow- 
der, one-fourth teaspoon salt, two 
eggs, separated, six teablespoons 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon vanilla 
extract. 

Measure buttter and sugar into 
@ cake pan (8x8x2 inches) and 


' place in preheated oven to dis- 


solve, Remove from oven and stir 
in almond extract. Drain peaches 
(reserve juice) and arrange halves 
in sirup. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with baking powder 
and salt. Beat egg yolks until 
thick and light. Add one-fourth 
cup of the sugar gradually, béat- 
ing constantly, Stir in vanilla and 
one-third cup of peach juice, 
Gradually stir flour into mixture, 
folding it in with a slotted spoon. 
Beat egg whites until they stand 
in soft peaks, and remaining two 
tablespoons of sugar gradually 
and beat until sugar is dissolved. 
Fold meringue into cake batter 
lightly but thoroughly, Pour into 
prepared pan and bake in a 850 
degrees F. oven for about 30 min- 
utes. Remove from oven and let 
stand on cake rack for five min- 
utes. Turn out onto a serving 
plate. Serve warm or cold with 
whipped peach sauce. 

Peach sauce: . Blend’ three- 
fourths teaspoon cornstarch with 
two teaspoons of water to make 
a thin paste, Heat remaining 
peach juice to boiling, stir in 
cornstarch paste and stir over

HOUSE BILL WOULD EXTEND 
RENT CONTROLS ONE YEAR 


WASH'NGTON, Jan. 10 (UP)— 
A bill to extend rent controls for 
a year beyond the present June 30 
expiration date was introduced to- 
day by Representative Emory H., 
Price (Dem.), Florida. The bill 
would permit individual adjust- 
ments in rentals. 

Extension .of rent controls was 
recommended by President Tru- 
man in his annual economic re- 
port to Congress. He warned that 
a jdrge increase in rents would re- 
duce consumer purchasing power, 

Price’s bill would direct the 
mayor of each municipality to ap- 
point a local housing board to 
make individual adjustments. The 
board would have authority to 
make adjustments of, not more 
than 20 per cent above or below 
the rent in effect on June 30, 1946.

_Diathermy Treatment 
By Herman N. Bundesen, M.D. 


ODERN engineering has given medical science many of 
Me best weapons against pain and disease. One of these 

is the diathermy machine which generates a current ca- 
pable of pasSing through the body and producing heat in its 
_@eeper tissues without burning the skin. 

In previous articles I have often spoken of the benefits 
of diathermy. In bringing heat to otherwise inaccessible parts, 
diathermy assists Nature’s own restorative processes by speed- 
ing up the flow of blood to the tissues and thus making pos- 
sible the swifter carrying away of wastes and the bringing of 
new materials for repair. ’

DR. CONNELL G. GARRENTON o/% North Carolina has 
outlined the various conditions in which diathermy may be 
found useful. In the treatment of sprains, he says that it is 
advisable to use cold applications at first. This will help to 
stop any bleeding that may be present deep in the tigsues. 
After the first day, however, there is a collection of fluid in 
the tissues, together with some swelling, and these symptoms 
may be helped by the application of the diathermy. The heat 
produced causes thé blood vessels to dilate, increasing the 
flow of blood and promoting healing. The heat also gives 
relief from pain. The treatments, as a rule, are given daily 
for 20 minutes until the symptoms clear up. 

a -— 

BURSITIS is another condition which is helped with dia- 
thermy. The bursae are sacs containing fluid, which are 
located around the various joints. There is one under the 
large muscle over the shoulder. This is known as the sub- 
deltoid bursa. Dr. Garrenton believes that treatment with dia- 
thermy should be used in all cases of subdeltoid bursitis be- 
fore any surgical measures are employed. Even deposits o% 
calcium or lime salts may disappear with the diathermy treat- 
ment. 

Inflammation of the lining membranes around the ten- 
dons which connect the muscles with bones is known as ten- 
esynovitis. This condition may arise from infections and in. 
juries. Daily diathermy treatments of 20 minutes will often 
give surprisingly good results in this troublesome disorder. 


* 


THE VALUE of diathermy in the treatment of chronic 
arthritis or inflammation of the joints, as well as fibrositis, 
which is inflammation of the connecting tissues in and around 
joints, is well known, according to Dr. Disraeli Kobak of Chi- 
cago. Diathermy, however ‘has other uses, such as the relief 
of pain produced by pleurisy which is an Inflammation of the 
lining membrane of the chest It is also used in the treat- 
ment of inflammations of the nerves, infections of the sinuses, 
and backache. 

It is not to be expected that diathermy treatments will 
give results in a day or two. It should be borne in mind 
that they act by speeding up the flow of blood to the tissues 
which aids in carrying away wastes and bringing materials 
for repair, The treatments are easily carried out, are in no 
way dangerous, and are one of the doctor's best weapons 
against many inflammations.

cessful businessman (he is presi- 
dent of the Stoll Oil Refining Co.) 
and long an ardent churchman, he 
had been made, a few weeks he- 
fore, the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Institutions of the 


Louisville Council of Churches — 


(supported by more than 200 
Protestant churches in Louisville). 

“I always have felt that congre- 
gations should do more than con- 
Bregate,” Stoll said. He decided 
that organized methods could turn 
the idealism most men have in 
them into practical Christian re- 
sults. 

Stoll is 58 years old, small in 
stature, mild in manner but per- 
sistent. He began workingein the 
Protestant vineyards of Louisville, 
going to'as many as six on a Sun- 
day morning, greeting the early 
arrivals at one Sunday School, 
moving on to another class, catch- 
ing @ sermon, and then grabbing 
late departures at another church. 

From the pastors, he got the 
names of members who could be 
depended upon to do a reliable job 
of committee work. It was thus 
that he acquired the aid of At- 
torney Charles E. Keller, 40, a 
Harvard Law School graduate, 
with a reputation for always turn- 
ing in a painstaki job. Keller 
soon became his right-hand man. 


From the beginning, Stoll and 
Keller decided that there is no 
point to “viewing with alarm.” 
They said: “We, the public, make 
poor employers. We never pay any 
attention to our employes. The

Neither Stoll nor Keller believe 
in spectacular drives and the com- 
mittee deosn’t seek glory. They do 
not publicize their findings. They 
are not after anyone’s scalp. The 
committee’s sole aim is to make a 
sympathetic survey, see what im- 
provements can be made and how 
best to make them, If an improve- 
ment is made, it’s all right: with 
the committee if the official wants 
to take credit for it. This attitude 
has increased co-operation of offi- 
cials greatly and they have come 
to trust the committee. 

As Keller explains it “We never 
make adverse public criticism of 
an institution’s administration. 
We avoid all politics. However, we 
will criticize conditions, a bad sys- 
tem or public apathy — if that is 
where the fault lies. 


“For example, we don’t believe 
the fee system for a jaf! or work- 
house is a good thing. We don’t 
like the law which Keeps prison-» 
ers idle. The people are to blame 
for creating such laws, and so 
we criticize that publicly. But if 
we have criticism of a public of- 
ficial we make it to his face.”

One official told Stold “Your 
greatest value is intangible. Hav- 
ing someone watch you im a sym- 
pathetic way shows that people 
do care what you do,” 

Stoll adds: “Politicians con- 
stantly meet people with selfish 
motives. When a leading citizen 
walks into a politician’s office, 
it’s often to have a traffic ticket 
fixed,” ' 

The Committee naturally ran 
into distrust. One police judge 
ignored the invitations of the sub- 
committee on police courts to at- 
tend but they kept inviting him 
to their meetings. Copies of the 
minutes of each meeting were al- 
ways sent to him, Curiosity at last 
got the best of him and he at- 
tended a meeting. Finally con- 
vinced that the committee was 
not out to cut his throat and was 
honestly interested in helping him 
to better his court, he became 
one of the most co-operative of- 
ficials the Committee has. 

However, some officials have 
given outward signs of co-opera- 
tion but have gone to meetings 
with the intention of taking the 
church committee into camp. But 
because the meetings are always 
on an informal, seminar basis, this 
attitude quickly fades when the

An ex-Jefferson County jailer 
came to one meeting apparently 
ready to softsoap the group. He 
was under fire in the Louisville 
press and was anxious to put over 
the thought to at least one group 
that everything was all right. But 
the meeting hadn’t gone on very 
long before the jailer-realized that 
the group was seeing his problems 
with him, eye to eye. He admitted 
helplessly that a stay in his jail 
could not rehabilitate a man and 


-propably would make him worse, 


But what could the jailer do? 

That weekend, the committee 
set up a constant, two-man vigil 
at the jail. Working in six-hour 
shifts from Saturday midnight un- 
til the next Monday morning, the 
two-man teams observed jail rou- 
tine. An immediate result, was a 
jail cleanup, with the jailer giving 
whole-hearted co-operation. The 
prisoners: had been without work, 
recreation or hope. Books and 
magazines were sent in. Visits 
from ministers of each prisoner’s 
faith were arranged. Entertain- 
ments were scheduled. Prisoners

committee doesn’t want to be 
bossy—we want to let public offi- 
cials know that they can come to 
us for help.” 

By concentrating on co-operation 
instead of criticism, the committee 
has achieved good results in bet- 
tering Louisville's public institu- 
tions. The committee breaks its 
work down into three main divi- 
sions—penal, health and child care. 
These spread into innumerable 
sub-committees. Today some,.200 
Louisville laymen work on the 
committees and Stoll thinks this 
eventudlly will reach 400, 

In any situation, the Committee 
first goes after the facts, inviting 
the co-operation of the officials 
whose institutions are involved. 
Even when they don’t co-operate, 
it goes ahead, learns the facts, 
then asks the official to sit in

INCE there is so much dis- 

cussion in this country on the 

type of program which could 
provide ddequate medical service 
for all of our people, whether 
in rural or urban areas, the 
story of what has been done 
in the Canadian province of 
Saskatchewan ts very interesting. 
There are about 900,000 residents 
of this province, which is about 
the size of the states of Wyoming, 
Utah and Nevada, where our popu- 
lation is approximately the same. 
They found it difficult to keep 
doctors in their rural areas, just 
as we find it difficult, so they. 
voted to tax themselves locally in 
order to give their doctors an as- 
sured income — a scheme which 
has attracted and held many doc- 
tors: 

In their cities, voluntary medical 
and hospital insurance plans have 
grown up, just as they have with 
us, but hospitalization in the rural. 
areas has continued to be difficult. 
Now their legislature has worked 
out—with the co-operation of the 
medical profession, the hospitals 
and the local governments—the 
first publicly established complete 
hospital service on the North 
American continent. Any one who 
has lived in Saskatchewan for six 
months, or longér, is eligible for 
this service.

On the recommendation of a 
doctor, an eligible person may be 
admitted free of charge into a hos- 
pital, and may remain there as 
long as is required, If the patient 
needs a private room, he must pay 
the extra charge, and he must pay 
for the services of the physician or 
the surgeon attending him, T

People who are receiving relief 
from a local government or from 
the province are éntitled to hos- 
pital service under the neéw law.

Local hospitals, whether public 
or voluntary, will continue to be 
managed independently as before.

Every 
local government registers the 
people in its area and collects the 
tax.

leases—and the proper clothing. 


On the long-range program, the 
committee is working to get rid 
of the jai® and an ancient “work- 
house” and replace the latter with 
a prison farm. There food and 
surroundings would be _ better, 
prisoners would have work and 
costs would be cut, 

Another sub-committee study- 
ing juvenile delinquency looked 
at a map of Louisville hung in 
the office of Captain William Kie- 
fer, head of the Crime Preven- 
tion Bureau of the Louisville 
Police Department. For every boy 
criminal who had faced Juvenile 
Court in the previous year there 
was a tack stuck in the map. The 
heaviest cluster of tacks was in 
an area 10 blocks square in Louis- 
ville’s Portland section, a rough- 
and-reaty neighborhood, Poker 
and crap games on the sidewalks 
and broken street lights were 
every-day occurrences. Stolen cars 
and looting from stores, cars and 
garages were constant headaches.

After investigation, the sub- 
committee concluded that the boy 
criminals simply had no other way 
to blow off steam, There wasn’t 
a play area in the neighborhood 
except the streets, The group 
scouted around and found that one 
of the churches belonging to the 
Louisville Council of hurches 
owned a big, two-and-a-half-story 
frame house in the district, which 
was vacant. 


The church rented the house to 
the Council for $1 a year. Soon 
a boys’ club, complete with play- 
room, pocket billiard tables, ping 
pong, Chinese checkers, library 
and wood-working shop, was op- 
erating under the direction of a 
Salvation Army worker. 


At Yuletide, it was a wondrous 
thing, Captain Kiefer says, to go 
into the club and find the boys’ 
choral group, dressed in rough, 
ragged clothing, singing Christmas 
carols, The tacks on Captain Kie- 
fer’s map have vanished from that 
area, In the last eight months, 
not one boy from that 10-block 
district has gone to Juvenile 
Court. 


Stoll says the committee par- 
ticularly follows Christ’s example 
in one point: “Jesus never called 
for volunteers, He always picked 
his men. We do the same.” 

Having picked its workers, the 
committee keeps their morale up 
by keeping them interested.

As may be seen, the Blackwood 
Convention did North very little 
good in this case. True, it located 
one ace in the South hand, but 
this did nothing to assuage 
North’s natural fear that there 
might be two immediate heart 
tricks off the hand. In other 
words, North realized that South 
would have had to bid as he did 
bid with a worthless doubleton or 
tripleton in hearts and then, of 
course, no matter how solid the 
rest of the suits were, a slam 
would be out of the question. 

The fact of the matter is that 
present methods of bidding are 
woefully deficient when applied 
to the situation that North faced. 
The late lamented Asking Bids 
would hve covered the matter 
very nicely, but it will be recalled 
that I as forced to relegate these 
conventional props to a so-called 
optional part of the Culbertson 
system, because they were admit- 
tedly complicated and the bridge 
public refused to learn them thor 
oughly. It may well be, however, 
that a special ee simple 
and direct, will soon be forthcom- 
ing to plug up what is now, with- 
out question or doubt, a bad gap 
in our present-day systems.
